TREES FOR PARK AND FOREST 


IT is a curious anomaly that while Britain has, for her size, a smaller area of 
land under profitable forest than any other country in Europe, she has yet 
produced a considerable literature on arboriculture and the care of trees 
generally. This is in part due to a long tradition of Estate Management on the 
part of private landowners, and in part to an interest in trees per se which has 
been as great as that in growing them en masse has been slight. Moreover, it 
is a fact that the great forest countries are those in which state ownership of 
forest land, until recently unheard of in Britain, has long played an 
important part. So it is that the British books about trees deal with the 
arboricultural rather than the silvicultural aspects, until we come to works 
produced within the present century and, more particularly, within the 
last thirty years. 

Moreover, the big landowners, who were for many years the only people 
planting trees to any extent, looked upon them as often as not as part of a 
deliberately planned landscape. The great trees of Britain are therefore those 
of the parks and gardens of great houses; an unusually large number of 
introduced species are included among them, and the result has been that in 
‘specimen’ trees Britain has probably more to show than any other country 
in Europe. One factor alone, the need of timber for a powerful navy, kept 
interest in silviculture alive for several hundred years, and then it was applied 
to one species alone, the oak. Early writers on trees had constantly at the back 
of their minds this need for oak timber; with the coming of the steel ships of 
the nineteenth century even this incentive was gone. 

Still, among the carly books on trees, one great classic remains, possibly 
the greatest of all books on the subject: John Evelyn’s Silva, or a Discourse of 
Forest Trees, which first appeared in 1664 and went through a considerable 
number of editions in the next hundred and fifty years. The best is possibly 
the third of those produced by John Hunter, with very fine illustrations by 
John Millar, and dated 1801. This edition came during the ‘Romantic’ period 
which produced J. G. Strutt’s Sylva Britannica; or Portraits of Forest Trees 
(1830) and J. C. Loudon’s Arboretum et Fruticetum Britannicum (8 vols., 1838). 
The first of these consisted of fifty fine engravings of famous great British 
trees (some of which are still standing today), while the second, still a mine 
of information on trees and shrubs of all kinds, was the forerunner of many 
a modern encyclopaedia of trees and shrubs. 

Although individual landowners and their agents continued to produce 
numerous small books expounding their own ideas on how to salvage British 
forestry and grow bigger and better trees, no books of permanent value 
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appeared for many years. More attention to forestry, in fact, was being paid 
by the British abroad than at home. The great Manual of Forestry of Sir 
William Schlich (Vol. I, 3rd edition 1922, 12s.6d.; Vols. II-V, 2nd edition 
1908, Bradbury Agnew) was in fact largely the outcome of that great silvi- 
culturist’s work in laying the foundations of forestry in India, At home, the 
beginning of the present century saw the publication of a number of im- 
portant books, some connected with the revived interest in the teaching of 
forestry, such as Marshall Ward’s Trees: a Manual of Forest Botany (5 vols., 
1904-9, Cambridge University Press) and others the result of increased 
interest in afforestation, such as Ward’s edition of Thomas Laslett’s Timber 
and Timber Trees (Macmillan, 1894). 

This period, too, saw a tremendous increase in books on every aspect of 
arboriculture, stimulated largely by the fact that many of the new species 
introduced by the great British botanical explorers of the nineteenth century 
were now well established as specimen trees in various parts of the country. 
This culminated in the great Trees of Great Britain and Ireland (7 vols., 
1906-13) by two well-known silviculturists of world-wide experience, 
H. J. Elwes and Augustine Henry. Privately printed at great expense, this 
remains a classic among books about trees in any part of the world. More- 
over, it aroused much interest by indicating the silvicultural possibilities of 
many of the new species. To the same period belongs another most impor- 
tant book, H. Clinton-Baker’s Illustrations of Conifers (3 vols., 1909-13; 
Vol. IV (supplement) with J. A. Bruce Jackson, 1935, Simson (Hertford), 84s.). 

The period of the First World War was one of destruction of woodlands 
and this led to the foundation, immediately thereafter, of the Forestry Com- 
mission. Henceforward, as the State has taken more and more of a hand in 
creating forests in Britain, the Commission’s publications, too numerous to 
detail separately, have covered every aspect of the subject. Outstandingly 
important have been, within recent years, the Report by the Commissioners, 
Post-War Forest Policy (1943, H.M. Stationery Office, 2s.), essential to a study 
of the modern development of British forestry, and The Dedication of Wood- 
lands (1948, H.M.S.O., 1s.), which laid down the principles whereby the 
Commission provided for the integration of private woodlands within its 
own overall plans. The Annual Reports of the Commission (H.M.S.O., 
1s.3d.) keep the story of State forestry up to date, while individual forests 
are dealt with, from a more popular point of view, by their excellent little 
Forest Guides (such as Culbin, 1949; Kielder, 1950, each 6d.) and the larger 
Guides to the National Forest Parks (Glen Trool, 1949, 3s.; Hardknott, 1949, 2s.). 

Encouraged by the same considerations as led to the foundation of the 
Forestry Commission, many individual authorities began during the inter- 
war period to produce books on various aspects of arboricultural and 
silvicultural problems. These include W. E. Hiley’s The Improvement of Wood- 
lands (1931, Country Life, 10s.6d.) and his The Economics of Forestry (1930,

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Oxford University Press, 21s.). Standard works at different levels are R. O. 
Hanson’s Forestry for Woodmen (3rd edition 1934, Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d.) and C. P. Ackers’s Practical British Forestry (2nd edition 1947, Oxford 
University Press, 20s.). A new and useful addition to these is Botanical Notes 
on Trees of the British Forests by H. Watson (1948, Oliver & Boyd, 8s.6d.). 

General problems, still concerned with the establishment of forests in 
Britain, are discussed in R. S. Troup’s Forestry and State Control (1938, Oxford 
University Press, 3s.6d.) which deals with the situation arising out of years of 
neglect of private woodlands, comparing it with that in countries of conti- 
nental Europe, and in many ways anticipating present forest policy; in Our 
Forests by W. H. Rowe (1947, Faber, 12s.6d.); and in Forests and Forestry in 
Great Britain by Sir W. L. Taylor, himself one of the founders of the Com- 
mission’s policy (1946, Crosby Lockwood, 12s.6d.). Overall surveys of the 
historical and recent development of British forestry are covered in The 
English Woodland by John Rodgers (1941, Batsford, 10s.6d.) and Forestry and 
Woodland Life by H. L. Edlin (1947, Batsford, 15s.). With the development 
of the scientific side of forestry in the country, specialized books begin also to 
appear, important among which are The Establishment of Vegetation on 
Industrial Waste Land by R. O. Whyte and J. W. B. Sisam (1949, Common- 
wealth Agricultural Bureaux, 1os.); The Selection of Tree Species by Mark L. 
Anderson (1951, Oliver & Boyd, 12s.6d.) and R. Neil Chrystal’s Insects of 
the British Woodlands (3rd edition 1947, Warne, 12s.6d.). 

Turning now to books of greater interest to the arboriculturist or the 
general reader interested in the identification, planting and study of trees 
per se, we find a large number of books, both popular and technical. Trees 
and Shrubs Hardy in the British Isles by W. J. Bean (Vol. I. 7th edition, 1949, 
Murray, 42s. Vols. II and III in the press) is an important standard work, as 
also is A Handbook of the Coniferae by W. Dallimore and A. J. Bruce Jackson 
(3rd edition 1948, Edward Arnold, sos.). Extremely useful, too, is H. Gilbert- 
Carter’s British Trees and Shrubs (1936, Oxford University Press, 15s.), a 
scholarly and scientific book which, when used in conjunction with F. K. 
Makins’s Identification of Trees and Shrubs (2nd edition, 1944, Dent, 21s.), 
provides an excellent guide to the species contained in Bean’s larger and more 
expensive work. 

More popular books on the identification and features of species commonly 
grown in Britain include British Woodland Trees, by H. L. Edlin (3rd edition 
1949, Batsford, 12s.6d.); Trees in Britain by L. F. J. Brimble (1946, Macmillan, 
15s.) and Wayside and Woodland Trees by Edward Step (revised edition 1948, 
Warne, 12s.6d.), none of which however is entirely satisfactory. Coming 
now to the growing of trees for the park and large garden, we have a number 
of good recent books which reflect as well as stimulate interest in arbori- 
culture. These include Tree and Shrub Growing by W. H. Rowe (2nd edition 
1949, Faber, 18s.); Propagation of Trees, Shrubs, and Conifers by Wilfrid G. 
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Sheat (1948, Macmillan, 25s.) and J. L. Beddall’s Hedges for Farm and 
Garden (1950, Faber, 25s.). More restricted in range is the important The Care 
and Repair of Ornamental Trees of A. D. C. Le Sueur (1934, Country Life, 
12s.6d.), while the broader aspect, almost a throw-back to the landscape 
gardening of the eighteenth century, is found in Trees for Town and Country 
by Brenda Colvin and Jacquetta Hawkes (2nd edition 1950, Lund Humphries 
for the Association for Planning and Regional Reconstruction, 25s.), a 
beautiful and charming book still marred by minor inaccuracies. Brenda 
Colvin, too, is the author of Land and Landscape (1948, Murray, 21s.) in 
which the whole relationship of trees and forests to large-scale planning is 
carefully and expertly discussed. 

Books on timber and wood are not included in this brief survey, forming 
a wide subject in themselves. Reference should, however, be made to British 
Timbers by E. H. B. Boulton and B. Alwyn Jay (2nd edition 1946, A. & C. 
Black, 12s.6d.) and to Home Timber Production, 1939-45 by Russell Meiggs 
(1949, Crosby Lockwood, 15s.), a book of some historical importance. 

The existence in Britain of large collections of flourishing species from over- 
seas has led to a large number of books dealing with the trees in the gardens 
and parks of many great houses. The works of J. C. Loudon, and Elwes and 
Henry, to which reference has already been made, include details of the great 
trees known to those authors. More detailed, however, are books on many 
great estates by the late J. A. Bruce Jackson, which range from his monu- 
mental Catalogue of the Trees and Shrubs in the Collection of the late Lt.-Col. 
Sir G. Halford (Oxford University Press, 84s.) to his smaller volumes on the 
trees at Syon House (1913, West & Newman) and Albury Park (1910, West 
& Newman). 

Current practice in arboriculture and silviculture is dealt with in a number 
of good periodicals, which include the Quarterly Journal of Forestry (Royal 
Forestry Society of England and Wales. Quarterly. 7s.6d. per issue); Scottish 
Forestry (Royal Scottish Forestry Society. Quarterly. 2s.6d. per issue); 
Forestry (Oxford University Press for the Society of Foresters of Great 
Britain. Quarterly. 7s.6d. per issue). The Royal Horticultural Society’s pub- 
lications also touch on arboricultural matters at times and the Report of the 
Conifer Conference, 1891 (1892, Royal Horticultural Society) and Conifers in 
Cultivation (1931, Report of the Conifer Conference, Royal Horticultural 
Society) are important in any library of this subject, as also are the many 
reports and pamphlets published by H.M. Stationery Office for H.M.

John Ray (1627-1705) is probably Britain’s greatest naturalist before Darwin. 
Geoffrey Keynes, who is both surgeon and scholar (he has many authoritative biblio- 
graphies and editions of English writers to his credit) has provided full descriptions of 
Ray’s books on natural history, philology and theology, and has included much 
interesting material on the circumstances under which each work was written and 
published. Locations of copies recorded, printers, booksellers and publishers add to its 
usefulness. Mr. Keynes’s scholarly book will become a standard work of reference for

In selecting works for inclusion 
first preference has been given to reference works such as bibliographies, dictionaries 
and guides and where these do not exist other works are noted. For each subject an 
attempt has been made to discover which of the New Zealand libraries have the 
strongest holdings and an appropriate note about this is given. The compiler, now 
Librarian of the University College, Ibadan, Nigeria, was previously Librarian of 
Otago (N.Z.) University.

THE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION YEARBOOK, 1951. The Library

Brief details of library associations throughout the world are given in this yearbook 
which, as usual, includes lists of the Officers and Council and of the Members of the 
Association in Britain and overseas, the Royal Charter and Byelaws, the syllabus of 
professional examinations and information regarding facilities for study and training 
in librarianship with a graded list of text-books and works of reference. (020- 622) 


HANDBOOK OF LIBRARIANSHIP IN SOUTH AFRICA. Edited 
by Elizabeth Hartmann and I. Isaacson. South African Library Association, tos. 
24:2cm. 136 pages. Bibliographies. 

A useful reference book which marks the ‘coming of age’ of the South African 

Library Association. In addition to lists of Officers and Members of the Association and 

of libraries in the Union of South Africa, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, it includes a 

summary of South African library history, notes on legislation affecting the public 

libraries, detailed syllabuses of examinations in librarianship, with reading lists and a 

select bibliography on the library movement in South Africa. A considerable part of 

the text is in Afrikaans as well as English. (020-622) 


BRITISH STANDARD ALPHABETICAL ARRANGEMENT. 
B.S. 1,749. 1951. British Standards Institution, 2s. 21-5cm. 12 pages. Paper bound. 
This standard for alphabetical arrangement, as applied to such matters as the sequence 
of entries in catalogues, bibliographies and indexes, was prepared by a committee of 
British experts in bibliography and library organization. It applies ‘only to the 
arrangement of entries in alphabetical lists and does not provide rules for determining 
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their form, or the order of the items within each entry’. It is not an International 
Standard as it was left to the standardizing bodies of individual countries to establish 
their own national standards in this respect. (025-3) 


LIBRARIES, MUSEUMS AND ART GALLERIES. A Report of the 
Advisory Council on Education in Scotland. Scottish Education Department. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 38.64. 24-4m. 145 pages. (Command Paper 8229) 

The first and longest part deals with the library and its functions, the present position 

of libraries and proposals for their development, and the second with museums and 

art galleries, with particular emphasis on their educational value. A valuable appendix 
consists of a report on the Scottish Central Library for Students. The recommenda- 
tions include proposals for the abolition of rate-limitation, and for the amalgamation 
of the burgh and county library systems. It is also recommended that the schemes of 

Educational Authorities for the administration of the educational functions should 

cover the library service, and that an officially recognized and grant-aided National 

Library Service should be set up. A museum service should be accepted in principle as 

an integral part of Scottish education and as ‘Art Galleries are specialized museums’ 

they should continue to be associated with museums, with similar administrative and 

financial arrangements. (027.0942)

WILLING’S PRESS GUIDE, 1951. 77th annual issue. Willing’s Press Service, 
I§s. 21°5cm. 606 pages. 


This standard reference book gives full particulars of newspapers and periodicals 
published in Great Britain and Ireland, the Channel Islands, the Dominions and the 
Colonies. The entries are listed in alphabetical order, and details are given of the year 
of the first issue, the day or month of publication, the price, and the name and address 
of the publisher. There is a section devoted to the publications of other countries, and 
particulars are given of cinema news reels, reporting and news agencies, and process 
engravers in Britain. (070-5) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 
PERSONALITY AND PSYCHOSIS. Otho W. S. Fitzgerald. Bailliére, 


12s.6d. 22-2cm. 142 pages. Index. 


Dr. Fitzgerald is a well-known British psychiatrist who writes out of his own observa- 
tion and conviction without giving allegiance to any particular doctrine of psycho- 
pathology. Although the book is intended mainly for medical students, it is written in 
simple language and is of considerable interest to general readers and non-medical 
psychologists. It puts forward a classification of personality types somewhat resembling 
that of Jung. (131-3) 


TRENDS IN PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. Marjorie Brierley. Hogarth Press and 
The Institute of Physics, 21s. 22-5cm. 320 pages. Bibliography. Index. (International 
Psycho-Analytical Library) 

Dr. Brierley, who is a follower of Freud, has brought together a number of papers 

previously published but here reorganized into a coherent unity. The book is ofimpor- 

tance as an attempt to show the more positive aspects of Freudian psychology in its 
impact on ethics, religion and problems of behaviour in everyday life. One section of 
the book dealing critically with the viewpoint of Melanie Klein will be of interest 
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mainly to those who follow the more theoretical disputes within the field of psycho- 
analysis, but the more general sections will be of interest to many readers who already 
know the rudiments of psycho-analytical theory. (131.34) 


ESSAYS IN APPLIED PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. Vol. 1. MISCEL- 
LANEOUS ESSAYS. Ernest Jones. Hogarth Press and the Institute of Psycho- 
Analysis, 21s. 22°5cm. 333 pages. Index. (International Psycho-Analytical Library) 


Following his usual method of publication, Dr. Jones has here reissued several of the 
essays which appeared in the first edition of the book in 1923, together with a large 
number of new papers. This is the first of two contemplated volumes; it includes papers 
on a very wide range of subjects, but the greater number deal with social and political 
questions. All the papers are written in a way likely to appeal to any general reader 
who is willing to accept the Freudian point of view, which Dr. Jones expresses with 
his usual pugnacity. (131-3404) 


VENTURE WITH IDEAS. Kenneth Walker. Cape, 10s.6d. 21cm. 192 pages. 
Frontispiece. Portrait. 


The author, a doctor, recalls his meetings with Ouspensky and with Gurdjieff. He 
outlines the theory of knowledge expounded by them and its influence on his own life 
and thinking; he was a pupil of Ouspensky from 1923 to 1946 and met Gurdjieff in 
1948. The original source of Gurdjieff’s and Ouspensky’s theories is not known, but is 
thought to have been an ancient monastery or brotherhood in Central Asia. The 
system has some affinities with Buddhism and with all philosophies that insist on man’s 
freeing himself from his personality. (190)

THE READER’S BIBLE. Being the Authorized Version of the Holy Bible 
containing the Old and New Testaments and the Apocrypha designed for general 
reading.

Although the Bible has been more widely read, more intensively studied and dis- 

cussed, more influential in the development of English thought, speech and literature 

than any other book in our language, and also more frequently reprinted, it has never 
before been really well printed in any complete one-volume edition. Its great length 

(about 750,000 words) has kept the type small or very small, with two columns to the 

page, while tradition has maintained since the sixteenth century the fragmentary 

verse-divisions, which are ugly and often baffling or misleading. This handsome new 
edition is therefore not only a triumph of book-design and printing, but a landmark. 

It presents the complete Bible in modern format, in one not unwieldy volume, with 

a single-column page set in large, clear type and beautifully printed. The Psalms, 

Proverbs and the many other poems have been set out as poetry, with due respect for 

the verse forms of the original. Direct speech is shown by inverted commas, but with 

no verbal changes. The “Epistle Dedicatory’ to James I and the preface, ‘The Trans- 
lators to the Reader’ are given as in the first edition (1611) of the Authorized Version. 

“A distinguished modern authority’ contributes a general introduction on the texts 

and manuscripts, and brief introductions to each group of books—the Pentateuch, the 

Historical Books, etc. It seems safe to say that in English, at least, the Bible has never 

been so readably presented before.

This beautifully produced little book has value out of all proportion to its size. It 

reproduces the text of four Advent broadcasts by the most eminent of British New 

Testament scholars, addresses which summarize with admirable succinctness and 

impeccable theological scholarship a subject on which modern Christians need such 

guidance and illumination as are here provided. (232) 


CHRIST AND TIME. The Primitive Christian Conception of Time and 
History. Oscar Cullmann. Translated from the German by Floyd V. Filson. 
S.C.M. Press, 18s. 22-2cm. 253 pages. Indexes. 

This work is one of the most important modern discussions of Christian Doctrine in 

its New Testament context. The present volume is the English edition of the American 

translation made by Professor Filson in 1949. The author is Professor of New Testa- 
ment Studies in the University of Basel and one of the most eminent of European 
biblical theologians. The work includes a detailed examination of the technical 
vocabulary of the New Testament concerning time, and examines the implications of 
these data for the proclamation of the early Church and for the conception of history 
implicit in the apostolic preaching. This is one of the indispensable works of modern 
theology and it is a great boon to students that it should be accessible in this attractive 
English edition.

MUSIC IN THE CHURCH. A Handbook of Church Music. Sidney S. 
Campbell. Dobson, 4s.6d. 19cm. 64 pages. (The Student’s Music Library) 
This most excellent handbook should be on the shelves of every church music library 
but should first be read by the clergy, the organist and the members of the choir. Dr. 
Campbell, who is Organist of Ely Cathedral, writes with simple clarity and forth- 
rightness of the many problems which should be faced and which are too often evaded 
by those directly concerned with the office of divine worship. He discusses many simple 
but fundamental matters, based upon a wide experience, from the points of view of 
the clergy, the organist, the choir and the congregation. His earnest advocacy of an 
ordered, simple technique in all things as a means of ‘heightening the people’s suscep- 
tibility to things spiritual’ carries great conviction. (264.2)

This volume consists of addresses broadcast on the Overseas Service of the B.B.C. 

They cover the whole course of 
Church History, and if it is impossible for each expert to do more than indicate general 
trend and outline, the whole volume presents a general perspective of Church history 
which is of value as an introduction to a subject where it is only too easy to miss the 
wood for the trees.

The rapid and important growth of religious communities within the Church of 
England has made imperative the production of a new guide. This work is of great 
practical use to all who wish to study the Religious communities in England in our 
time. It has been carefully compiled and is packed with information concerning men’s 
and women’s communities, and their offshoots in other parts of the world. Certain 
indigenous orders in Africa, India, America and Australia are also included. _—_ (271) 
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CRANMER AND THE ENGLISH REFORMATION. F.E. Hutchinson. 
English Universities Press, 6s. 18cm. 196 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Teach Yourself 
History) 

This book clearly traces the course of the English Reformation from the many earlier 
factors which made Henry the Eighth’s breach with Rome comparatively easy, down 
to the Elizabethan Settlement. The career of Cranmer is thus not allowed to appear 
out of proportion or to overshadow the importance of his contemporaries. The 
author shows that the extraordinary extent to which Cranmer retained Henry’s confi- 
dence enabled him to become the guiding spirit of the doctrinal reformation and gave 
him his chance under Edward VI. Cranmer’s great work connected with the Litany, 
the introduction of the Bible to the people, and the compilation of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, receive very full attention. The relation of the English reform movement 
with that on the Continent is one of the many good features of this useful book.

Its author is one of the 
greatest modern Old Testament scholars and he is able to bring the fruit of wide 
reading into combination with his own specialist field of Old Testament study in this 

book, which has long proved its value to students of comparative religion. (291) 


HISTORY OF THE JEWS. Paul Goodman. Revised and enlarged by Israel 
Cohen. 8th edition. Dent, 10s.6d. 19cm. 304 pages. Index. 


First published in 1911, this book has deservedly become a popular standard work. It 
presents a coherent story, simply and clearly written, and no higher praise can be 
offered than to say that it is completely adequate to its purpose. The occasion for this 
new edition is the three chapters added by Dr. Israel Cohen. Justifiably he concen- 
trates on the achievement of the Jews in the modern world, giving an outline of what 
he considers to be ‘the two most important events’ in Jewish history, namely, the ex- 
termination by the Hitler Government of one-third of the Jewish people and the 
re-establishment of Jewish national independence by the creation of the State of Israel.

The existing Quiché text of the Popul Vuh was transcribed and translated, from an 
original now lost, by a Dominican priest about 1700. It contains an account of the 
mythology and traditions of the Quiché (Maya) Indians, and is of great importance 
in the study of the pre~-Conquest history and lore of Central America. Various versions 
exist in Spanish, French and German but an adequate English translation has been 
lacking hitherto. The Preface indicates that this new version, though taken from the 
Spanish, has been compared with the Quiché text by Sr. Recinos. The introduction, 
notes, bibliography and index are all very full and helpful. (299-74)

SOCIAL SURVEYS AND SOCIAL ACTION. Mark Abrams. Heinemann, 
8s.6d. 19cm. 153 pages. Tables. Bibliography. (Contemporary Science Books) 


A short and lucid account for the layman of the purpose and techniques for making 
social surveys. These only became possible towards the end of the nineteenth century 
with the emergence of a new attitude made up of three factors—awareness of social 
evils, belief that they were remediable, and the scientific or quantitative approach. In 
addition to a brief historical summary Mr. Abrams, who has had long experience of 
social surveys both in this country and in the U.S.A. outlines some of the existing 
methods and evaluates them. The methods of mass observation, the Cadbury survey, 
public opinion polls, and government surveys are compared. (309-1) 


ENGLISH LIFE AND LEISURE. A Social Study. B. Seebohm Rowntree 
and G. R. Lavers. Longmans, 15s. 24-7cm. 498 pages. Index. 


An investigation into the major aspects of cultural life in England and Wales. The 
method was to collect case histories by informal interviews and 220 of these out of a 
total of 975 are given in the first part of the book. The impressions thus gained are 
supplemented by drawing on published material from other sources. Detailed dis- 
cussion is devoted to gambling, drink, cinema and theatre attendance, reading habits, 
broadcasting, adult education, religion, sex morals and honesty in public and private 
spheres. There is no way of deciding whether the case histories—interesting as they 
are in themselves—are representative of the people as a whole, and it may be doubted 
whether interviewing gives sufficient insight to justify the moral evaluations in the 
reports. Nevertheless the book gives valuable information on certain segments of 
English life and manners, and there is an interesting comparison with the Scandinavian 
countries.

The inaugural lecture which Professor Oakeshott delivered at the London School of 
Economics and Political Science in March 1951, on his appointment to the Chair of 
Political Science in the University of London. His purpose was to inquire into the kind 
of knowledge unavoidably called upon by persons engaged in political activity and 
to get from that an understanding of the nature of political education. (320) 


HUME: THEORY OF POLITICS. Edited by Frederick Watkins. Nelson, 
7s.

David Hume (1711-76) was one of the most acute philosophical and political thinkers 
of his time. The present volume presents a wide range of his political writings by 
including the most systematic exposition of his political doctrines, Book III, Parts I 
and II of his A Treatise of Human Nature, and thirteen of his Essays, Moral, Political and 
Literary, relatively inaccessible to general students. The selections amply illustrate 
Hume's empirical, psychological and utilitarian approach to politics and his criticism 
of earlier political theories. The editor’s able introduction shows the association of 
Hume’s philosophy and politics, and the bearing of his writings on modern political 
thought.

A trend report with contributions from over forty authors representing more than 

twenty countries. It aims to show the situation in each country as regards content, 

methodology and terminology in the study of political science. It can only do so very 
briefly, but it is valuable not only as a bibliographical source, but also as a contribution 
towards international understanding. Political science, as here defined, includes politi- 
cal theory and institutions, government and administration, parties and public opinion, 
international relations and international law.

PRIVATE PROPERTY. The History of an Idea. Richard Schlatter. Allen & 
Unwin, 18s. 22-2cm. 284 pages. Index. 
A useful account of the history of different theories on the nature of private ownership. 
Professor Schlatter shows that the Greeks established basic concepts within which 
thinkers have continued to express their ideas. He then deals with Roman thought, the 
medieval contributions and the liberal, natural-right, theory of property expounded 
by Locke and others in the eighteenth century. In succeeding chapters he shows the 
later reaction from that view and analyses modern Marxian and socialist theories. The 
author is Professor of History, Rutgers University, New Jersey, U.S.A. (323-4)

This is the third quinquennial Regional Report, on areas of the Colonial Empire, and 
deals with the very miscellaneous collection of islands south of the equator, in three 
groups: Indian Ocean, Western Pacific, and South Atlantic. True, these groups have 
little in common, save the urgent necessity of raising standards of living by developing 
local production; in most cases the quinquennium under review can show substantial 
progress.

The annual Statement presented by the Secretary of State for the Colonies to Parlia- 
ment is a mine of information on the forty-odd territories which now come within his 
province. The report covers political, constitutional, and economic development, 
finance, the social services, research, and international colonial co-operation, and 
includes a very full chronology of events April 1950-March 1951, a list of official 
documents of colonial interest, and statistical appendices. The General Survey of the 
year calls special attention to the enlargement of health services and the expansion of 
education, as well as to the progress of development plans, of labour organizations, and 
to constitutional advance in the Gold Coast and elsewhere. (325.342) 


NATIVE ADMINISTRATION IN THE BRITISH AFRICAN

Repeated journeys in Africa from 1939 onwards have led to the publication of this 

exhaustive Report. The limitations of its scope, namely the administrative agencies of 

local native rule, enable it to go into great detail for each of the ten colonial territories 
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concerned. In equal detail it examines the administration of justice through native 
tribunals, and changes in systems of land-holding. The first three volumes deal with 
East Africa (Uganda, Kenya, and Tanganyika); Central Africa (Zanzibar, Nyasaland, 
and Northern Rhodesia); and West Africa (Nigeria, Gold Coast, Sierra Leone, and 
Gambia) respectively; the fourth and smallest volume is a general summing up, terri- 
tory by territory, and a discussion of such general principles as emerge from the 
comparative study. This quotation from the Preface explains the author’s purpose ‘In 
resenting this considerable volume of factual material, the primary consideration 
~ been to meet the need felt by officers of the African Administration for information 
regarding the practice followed in areas other than those with which they are per- 
sonally acquainted’. As before with An African Survey, Lord Hailey has produced a 
monumental work of reference and a virtual encyclopaedia of British colonial Africa.

He pays great 
attention to the fact that management of the farm is the final key to production, always 
within the inherent capacity of the soil itself. Although concerned primarily with the 
problems of estimating and maintaining production in Britain, this book is so funda- 
mental and novel in its approach that it deserves to be widely read and studied in 
every agricultural country.

Dr. Cooke, who is a Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford, 
traces this development chronologically, beginning with the medieval borough 
guild and company through the period of expanding commercial life from 1600 to 
1800, and down to the joint stock company, limited, of the Companies Act, 1862, 
which is the basis of the modern English law.

The author, formerly an assistant secretary 
at the United Nations Association, excludes from his study the ‘preventive war’ and 
absolute pacifist schools together with those who base their plans on the principle that 
peace depends upon a more co-operative attitude towards the U.S.S.R. His five chapters 
are concerned with proposals within the existing structure of the United Nations, 
international force proposals, functional approaches to world organization, proposals 
towards world federal government and, finally, plans for the unification of Europe, 
especially those of the European Movement and its constituent organizations.

The first is the case of Adelaide Bartlett, defended by Edward Clarke; Robert Wood 
had Sir Edward Marshall to defend him; and Elvira Barney and Tony Mancini had, 
respectively, Sir Patrick Hastings and Sir Norman Birkett leading for their defence. 
Apart from the sustained interest of the trials, the light thrown on the characters and 
tactics of the four advocates is full of interest.

One of the = culties encountered by the law student, the layman, and the foreign 
lawyer in studying English law is the peculiar meaning attached to certain terms. The 
new edition of thie standard law dictionary, first pub lished in 1882, should be as useful 
as its predecessors. It is arranged alphabetically, and there are in the region of 4,000 
headings. At the end is given a table of law reports and their recognized abbreviations. 
A feature of the new edition is that the pronunciation of words in common use has 
been added in certain cases.

happiness to the sick as well as to the healthy child. To those overseas responsible for 
the organization and administration of a similar service, the chapters on educational 
provision for the physically and mentally handicapped will be of special interest.

This work by the distinguished worker for penal reform will at once be recognized as 
a permanent contribution of great value. Part I deals with early influences in favour of 
humane and scientific treatment; Part II shows the inadequacy of fear as a deterrent; 
Part III is a full and critical treatment of the present system in England and Wales, 
discussing the various preventive agencies, criminal procedure, probation, fines and 
restitution, approved schools, Borstal institutions, prisons and capital punishment. In 
her conclusion the author urges that we should look forward toa penal system which 
in assessing punishment will not relate it to the wickedness of the offence but will 
consider rather what degree of protection against law breakers society is entitled to 
expect.

First issued in 1938, this book gives an account of the methods tried and tested in the 
author’s own school in Scotland where an endeavour was made to encourage children 
to acquire basic skills and knowledge each at his own mental rate. The aim was to 
avoid hurrying and confusing the dull, and at the same time to avoid retarding the 
brighter child. The Pathway Plan clearly draws much of its inspiration from the 
pioneer work of Dr. Montessori. To this new edition Miss E. M. Hall has added an 
account of an experiment which adapted the plan to older children in the primary 
school.

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previous experience in art work and teaching in Great Britain and in Ottawa. Her 
book contains sections on Creative art teaching and what it means: How to assess a 
child’s picture; How to carry out an art programme; and what to do in the art period. 
Throughout she stresses that the aim is self-expression, not the production of artists.

Vice-Chancellor points out in his preface, it ‘performed a unique pioneering experi- 
ment and made the path easier for others’.

The interpretations of phraseology in general use in philately and the 
translations of many hundreds of foreign phrases and words that are found on postage 
stamps are particularly helpful. It is a work which incidentally includes much general 
knowledge about all the stamp-issuing countries of the world and useful, if brief, 
technical details about printing and paper.

Wherever he 
has been, pre-war or post-war, he has usually managed to combine photography with 
experiences on the foot-plate of locomotives.

Marius Barbeau, Ethnologist and Folklorist of the National Museum of Canada, has 
written what will probably become the definitive work on the totem poles, house 
posts and grave pillars of the West Coast Indians. This, the first of two volumes, 
stresses the mythology and folk ways from which they have sprung. Endpaper maps 
showing positions of the tribes and villages are a useful feature. The cost of production 
has been kept low, and the numerous illustrations, some from inferior photographs, 
are poorly reproduced.

ULSTER FOLKLORE. Jeanne Cooper Foster. H. R. Carter (Belfast), 10s.6d. 
19cm. 142 pages. Illustrations by Rowel Friers. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a fascinating volume, the work of an amateur in the true sense of that word: 
amator, a lover. Mrs. Cooper Foster has compiled with the delicate, lively accuracy of 
the field naturalist a collection of the legends, charms, superstitions and customs of 
her country. Many are current all over Europe, and many in England, notably the 
habit of ‘telling the bees’ of family births, deaths and marriages. Characteristically 
Irish are the still surviving beliefs in banshees and fairies. Even now women claim in 
their girlhood to have seen the latter, creatures ‘about the size of a seven year old 
child’.

LINGUISTICS 
LANGUAGES OF THE U.S.S.R. W. K. Matthews. Cambridge University 
Press, 18s. 22-2cm. 191 pages. 13 figures. 5 maps. Bibliography. Indexes. 
The Professor of Russian in the University of London provides a guide through the 
linguistic labyrinth of the Soviet Union. A brief introductory chapter outlines the 
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general linguistic pattern, which is then traced in greater detail under the headings 
Palaeoasiatic, Uralian, Altaic, North Caucasian, South Caucasian, and Indo European, 
with brief phonetic, phonemic and structural characterizations of the main represen- 
tatives in each group. Clarity is given to the exposition by diagrams and maps. Lan- 
guage statistics and a helpful bibliography round off a well-planned book. (409-57) 


BRITISH AND AMERICAN ENGLISH SINCE 1900. Eric Partridge 
and John W. Clark. Dakers, 18s. 22-2cm. 352 pages. Index. (Twentieth Century 
Histories) 

This, ‘an informal, not an academic history of English since 1900’, is in fact a sympo- 

sium written in the main by Mr. Partridge and the Associate Professor of English in 

the University of Minnesota, with shorter contributions from other authors on English 
in Canada, South Africa, Australia, New Zealand and India. It contains also a chapter 
on Cockney by J. Franklyn and another on the teaching of English by F. Jones. Mr. 

Partridge, using a racy idiom, quotes freely from his predecessors in this field and 

enlivens his exposition with reflections on contemporary society. Professor Clark’s 

account of the English of the United States includes a chapter on the teaching of 

English, which develops into a reasoned criticism of the American educational system.

This unique and well-established dictionary has been completely revised for modern 

use.

given; for easy reference feminine nouns are set in italic, masculine in roman; a lavish 

supply of phrases illustrating the use of words is provided; and the whole is set in very 
clear type. There are also lists of regular and irregular verbs; useful general notes on 
grammar; weights and measures; geographical names; and information for motorists.

THE COMMON SENSE OF SCIENCE. J. Bronowski. Heinemann, 8s.6d.

Dr. Bronowski is a well-known broadcaster, scientist (at present Director of the

topics. His book is intended to show the layman that the essential nature of science can 

be understood without a knowledge of individual sciences, and that there is a real 
unity between science and the humanities. He shows how the ideas of cause and effect 
are being modified by modern conceptions of relativity, statistics and communication 


theory. Finally, he believes that modern science provides good grounds for an 
optimistic view of the future. (sor)

GENERAL HOMOGENEOUS COORDINATES IN SPACE OF 
THREE DIMENSIONS. E. A. Maxwell. Cambridge University Press, 15s.

This text-book provides a short introduction to algebraic geometry in space of three 

dimensions for students in the second year of an honours mathematics course at the 

University and also for general readers of mathematics who find existing detailed 

accounts of the subject too specialized. It is a sequel to the author’s Methods of Plane 

Projective Geometry based on the Use of General Homogeneous Coordinates (1946).

Points, lines, planes, quadric surfaces, line geometry, twisted cubics and systems of 
quadrics are discussed. The final chapter is devoted to a lucid exposition of the use of 
matrices in the subject.

THE NAUTICAL ALMANAC AND ASTRONOMICAL EPHE- 
MERIS FOR THE YEAR 1952. For the Meridian of the Royal Observatory 
at Greenwich.

Index. 

The Nautical Almanac for 1952 follows generally the revised arrangement introduced 

in 1931, and continues the policy of omitting constant or nearly constant data. Several 

modifications of content since the edition of 1951 have been made. The elements for 
the prediction of lunar occultations have been omitted for the first time since they 
were introduced in 1824. The Nautical Almanac Office now predicts occultations for 
about seventy stations covering the greater proportion of the carth’s surface from which 
observations are likely to be made, and the prediction elements are therefore little 
used, but they are still being published in full in the American Ephemeris. The Amend- 
ments to the lists of Observatories and Standard Times, as printed in the Almanac for 
1941, are given in the Explanation. (528)

N.P.L. JUBILEE BOOK OF THE NATIONAL PHYSICAL 
LABORATORY. John Langdon-Davies. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s. 20°9cm. 
104 pages. 32 plates. Paper bound. 

The National Physical Laboratory, Teddington, has for fifty years carried out research, 

investigation, measurement, over a very wide field. This simply written account for 

the general reader describes its beginnings, organization, the maintenance of standards, 

research, and special investigations and testing. (530-7) 


ADVANCED DYNAMICS. Vol.1. DYNAMICS OF A PARTICLE. 
Vol.2. DYNAMICS OF A SOLID BODY. E. Howard Smart. Macmillan, 
40s. each. 22-2cm. 431: 432 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Indexes. 

These two volumes are based on the dynamical lectures of the late E. H. Smart. 

Starting from the foundations of the subject and going on to Lagrange’s and Hamilton's 

equations and the use of moving axes in gyroscopic problems, they are closely tied to 

the University of London syllabuses. The theory is clearly set out in short sections, 
each of which is fully illustrated by worked exercises and problems, drawn mainly 
from examination papers, which should give the student a full equipment for the 

London examinations. On the other hand, emphasis is on manipulation rather than on 

principles, we miss the brevity and insight of vector methods, and the theory gives no 

hint of possible developments to newer problems of mathematical physics. The book 

is adequate for its own restricted purpose, but it does not look forward. (531) 


THE CLASSICAL THEORY OF ELECTRICITY AND MAG- 
NETISM. Max Abraham. Revised by Richard Becker. Translated by John 
Dougall. 2nd edition. Blackie, 25s. 22-5cm. 304 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Students 
Physics, Vol. 5) 

This, the second English edition of Theorie der Elektrizitét, conforms with the four- 

teenth German edition of 1949; it covers the classical mathematical theory of electricity 

and magnetism to suit the needs of honours students in physics. The first section, about 
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one-fifth of the book, gives the vector and vector field theory needed for the subse- 
quent sections on the electric field, the electromagnetic field, and energy and forces 
in Maxwell’s theory. Though primarily mathematical, constant reference is made to 
the results of experiment. There are many diagrams and over 130 examples with 
solutions and hints, mostly taken from appropriate English examination papers. (537) 


CREEP OF METALS. L. A. Rotherham. Institute of Physics, 15s. 24-scm. 

80 pages. Plates. Charts. Tables. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Physics in Industry) 
The author, chief metallurgist of the Ministry of Supply, has produced a review of the 
physics of metallic creep of high quality. The subject has grown rapidly in importance 
as new engineering developments have called for metals which will withstand condi- 
tions of ever increasing severity. The fundamental mechanism of creep is clearly 
explained, and recent progress in the development of creep-resistant alloys is described. 
The printing and layout are above the average standard. (539-2)

GEM TESTING. B. W. Anderson. sth edition. Heywood, 17s.6d. 22-2cm. 
246 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 61 illustrations and figures. Tables. Glossary.

Originally published in 1942 as Gem Testing for Jewellers, this book is written by one 

of the foremost experts in gem investigation and identification. The new edition 

contains full descriptions of the new synthetic gem materials, in particular of synthetic 
rutile (titanium oxide), and a new use of the refractometer Fe curved surfaces is 
indicated. The chapter on the spectroscope has been rewritten, the wave-length tables 
have been extended. Simple methods of testing are preferentially treated. There are 
many useful appendices including a short list of useful books. (549)

GREAT BARRIER REEF AND SOME MENTION OF OTHER 
AUSTRALIAN CORAL REEFS. W. J. Dakin. Australian National Publicity 
Association (Melbourne, Australia), 10s.6d. 25cm. 135 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Diagrams. Index. 

The substance of this little volume, intended primarily for the reader who lacks 

specialist knowledge of the subject, has appeared in Walkabout, the Australian geo- 

graphical magazine. Much of the book is devoted to a vivid and well-illustrated des- 
cription of the Great Barrier Reef, and another section deals with the islands of 

Houtman’s Abrolhos, off the Western Australian coast. Further pages tell of the origin 

of reefs and atolls, and describe the natural life to be found in surrounding waters.

This fine anthology includes extracts from the writings of the 
earliest as well as the latest members of the great group who have worked there, from 
the first tenuous accounts of the “Supposed Continent’ of Peter Martyr, to the scienti- 
fic yet eminently readable reports of William Beebe and Ivan Sanderson in our own 
time. A feature, too, is the inclusion of excerpts from writers who, while not them- 
selves naturalists, have none the less caught in their descriptions the real spirit of the 
South American country in which they have lived or travelled. The illustrations, 
covering the same great range as the text, tell a fascinating story in themselves, and the

This work contains chapters on the pioneer work in tracer chemistry; the important 

development of artificial radiochemistry; the Geiger counter and the mass spectro- 

meter; the ideal tracer-radio iodine; tracer elements in the blood, water, bone, agri- 
culture and botany; on nutritional problems; the chemistry of wear and tear; and the 
preparation and properties of tracer isotopes. The author gives a description of past 
experiments, and has concerned himself with the way insoluble biological problems 
connected with tracer elements have been tackled and the results obtained. An 
excellent book for those with some basic scientific knowledge. (612)

This publication is designed to provide a ready-reference guide to the requirements of 
the Pharmacy and Poisons Act, the Dangerous Drugs Acts, and other legislation affect- 
ing the labelling and retailing of scheduled poisons in the United Kingdom. It 
contains a schematic codification of the various legal categories, together with an alpha- 
betical list of scheduled substances and preparations under their pharmacopocial, 
trivial and proprictary names, their status and classification being indicated by symbols 
and typographical display. Apart from its primary purpose, the list is sufficiently 
comprehensive to form a useful reference index to the identity and composition of 
proprietary drugs.

This text-book, by two distinguished Canadian professors, first appeared in 1937 and 
was written to relate work in the laboratory with that of the clinic, and thus to provide 
continuity in undergraduate teaching throughout the pre-clinical and clinical years. 
The erudition of the authors has assured its place not only as text-book but also as 
standard reference book, now again revised, with new material included and out-of- 
date work omitted. The references are in two sections, Periodical Literature being 


separated from Monographs and Reviews; they are invaluable to student and research 
worker.

The author writes for all engaged in medical practice, but addresses himself especially 
to the partially trained native medical assistant, now increasingly used to provide 
medical aid for the rural population of the tropics. That the book’s contents, style and 
size appeal to those for whom it is intended, this fifth English edition and the French 
and Portuguese editions testify. It can well be recommended as a carefully prepared 
text-book giving native medical assistants essential facts and methods. (616)

aetiology, pathology, diagnosis and treatment are included, but only those technical 
details of laboratory work essential to the clinician find a place here. Dr. F. M. Burnet 
in the introductory article, “The Oecological Approach to Infectious Disease’, sets a 
standard which is maintained throughout this well-illustrated and documented work.

DISEASE IN INFANCY AND CHILDHOOD. Richard W. B. Ellis.

Dr. Ellis, Professor of Child Life and Health, University of Edinburgh, here provides 
an introduction to clinical paediatrics for those with a knowledge of the natural history 
of disease in adult life. Although he bears in mind the close relation between paediatrics 
and general medicine, the author emphasizes those characteristics of the infant and 
child which determine his reactions to disease processes, and distinguish his reactions 
from those of the fully developed adult. Disease is therefore considered primarily by 
age-periods, rather than by the usual classification into systems, special attention being 
given to the aetiology and advances in the treatment of congenital malformations. The 
techniques and care employed in the treatment of the emotionally and physically 
immature are given their due place in this well-balanced work. (618-9)

The author, a well-known farmer-politician, describes the pre-war background of 
agriculture in Britain, and then gives an intcresting and detailed account of the way 
in which the scene was transformed during the Second World War. As one of the 
eminent farmers called in to act as liaison officers between the Ministry and the agri- 
cultural community, he writes from first-hand knowledge and his book forms an 
interesting chapter of agricultural history. Many of the lessons learnt during this 
period have been of great value since the war, and bear continued study under present 
critical conditions in lands far beyond Britain.

Ways of livestock 
husbandry, fresh ideas in crop-raising, the advent of different machines, have through 
the centuries combined to produce a characteristic, steady development which is 
being followed, in many other parts of the world, by parallel and far quicker changes. 

This account of what has happened in Britain, based on the most recent available 

results of historical research, will be of as great interest to those studying the develop-

There are chapters on kennel management, health, and 
training, with a special one on training shooting dogs. Throughout, a pleasant absence 
of sentiment and of emphasis on showing dogs (which interest only a small pro- 
portion of owners) marks this as a good practical book. It concludes with a list of 
recognized breeds.

The thirteen sections devoted to 
soups, sauces, salads, egg dishes, etc. are separately indexed and contain a wide range 
of continental and English traditional recipes—there are over sixty for sweets alone— 
each indicating the appropriate season for serving, the amount of time and the utensils 
needed in its preparation.

in the recipes, which work through the menu from hors d’ceuvre to sweets and 
savouries, with separate chapters on sandwiches, drinks, and cold fare for the invalid

Part IT 
deals with various aspects of copyright under the basic Copyright Act, 1911, which 
confers copyright upon the authors of works of literature, drama, music and art. 
Part III covers the industrial designs under the Designs Act, 1949, while the last part 
discusses the over-lapping which occurs between the two Acts. The author is a barrister- 
at-law.

John Woodward provides a useful introduction to these treasures of 
ceramics, metalwork, silver plate, sculpture and paintings, with information on hours

After a brief intro- 
duction on spatial and temporal concepts, the study is continued by considering the 
cultural significance of works of art from Egypt, Mesopotamia and Crete in turn. The 
half-tone plates, in which the details stand out distinctly, would in themselves make 
this a pleasing volume.

The King’s Librarian, with exact scholarship and enviable skill in condensation, has 
presented a souvenir of Windsor Castle on a sumptuous scale. His book is purely 
architectural and describes the building, demolition and rebuilding of the Castle from 
the time of the Normans to that of Wyatville and George IV. By way of an aside, its 
foreword includes one of the best authenticated ghost stories on record, told about 
George III to the future George V and in itself eminently worth preserving. The 
plates illustrate both the exterior and the interior of the Castle. They also include 
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portraits of the King, the Queen and Queen Mary, which were specially commissioned 
for the book and are essential to a record which is worthy of its subject, ‘a living home 
with a domestic character and personality of its own’. For all who in the future would 
know Windsor Castle thoroughly, inside and out, this will be an essential survey and, 
moreover, a delightful one. (720-942)

A biennial review of graphic and industrial design, compiled by the Society of Indus- 
trial Artists. Volume 3 is in two parts: (1) Design for Marketing and Publishing, 
(2) Industrial Design, introduced by two essays on commercial art and industrial 
design, 1851-1951, by Milner Gray and Dr. Nikolaus Pevsner respectively. The 
photographs, which form the bulk of the volume, show contemporary design in a 
very wide field ranging from exhibitions, motor-cars, fabrics and furniture to packag- 
ing, book-illustration and posters. Features from the 1851 Exhibition and the 1951 
Festival of Britain have been attractively used in the dust-jacket and endpapers. With

Wilton. Longmans, 10s.6d. 27-3cm. 20 pages of text. 39 plates (8 in colour). Biblio- 
graphy. (Masters of Painting) 
M. Zahar, French art critic, broadcaster and founder of the periodical Elites Frangaises, 
writes on Gustave Courbet (1819-77), the French realist painter famous for his land- 
scapes which anticipated Impressionism, and for his revolutionary activities in the 
Paris commune of 1871. In both art and politics Coyrbet displayed an explosive vitality 
which makes him, with Delacroix, one of the most important mid-nineteenth-century 
painters whose work repays careful study. The plates reproduce i important examples of 
his portraits, landscapes, still-lifes and genre paintings in foreign collections; none of 
the several fine paintings by Courbet in the Tate Gallery, London, i is included.

GIOTTO. Anthony Bertram. Studio, 3s. 17-7cm. 15 pages of text. 49 plates. Notes 
to illustrations. Biographical notes. (World’s Masters: New Series) 
The introduction succeeds in placing Giotto in relation not only to later Italian art, but 
to the Greco-Roman and the Byzantine tradition, which he directly inherited. ‘He 
paints the body’, says Mr. Bertram, ‘as the visible manifestation of the absolute and 
invisible form.’ Lack of colour prevents the illustrations from being more than 
reminders of Giotto’s marvellous frescoes at Padua and Assisi. (759°s) 


GIOTTO FRESCOES. Introduction by Walter Ueberwasser. Batsford, 25s. 
33°6cm. 24 pages of text. 17 colour plates. Frontispiece and two plates in mono- 
chrome. (Iris Colour Books) 

Very high praise can be given to the quality of the colour work in this monograph on 

Giotto. The flat surfaces of his frescoes and the extreme delicacy of his range demand 

the most scrupulous attention in reproduction, and this has been given. The volume 

includes a series from the Arena Chapel, Padua, from the Peruzzi Chapel, Florence, 
and from the Upper Church of St. Francis at Assisi. As Dr. Ucberwasser says, Giotto 
has ‘become a touchstone of the imagination, more than even Raphael and Michel- 
angelo, who have always been with us’. His monograph will be a blissful reminder to 
those who know Padua and a solace to those who do not. (759°5) 


PICASSO. Anthony Bertram. Studio, 3s. 17-7cm. 15 pages of text. 49 plates. 
Notes on the illustrations. Biographical notes. (World’s Masters: New Series) 

Through a convincing though necessarily miniature disquisition on modern art, and 

its relation to the past, Mr. Bertram indicates that ‘either Picasso is the greatest painter 
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of this tragic half century that has gone, or we have none truly great’. Illustrations of 
many of his phases are included, even down to the recent adventures in decorated 


pottery. (759°6) 


LANDSCAPE IN WATERCOLOUR. Frank McNamara. Introduction by 
Hal Missingham. Legend Press (Sydney, Australia), 10s.6d. Ob.19cm. 35 pages. 
18 illustrations (9 in colour). (Australian Artist Editions) 

Frank McNamara is one of the younger Australian painters, not a prolific artist, but 

already held in high esteem for his water-colours. Hal Missingham describes 

McNamara’s paintings as mostly cool in colour and quiet in tone, and distinguished by 

a refreshing effect of sparkling light and brushwork. The artist provides a short 

chapter setting out his principles and the technique used to express them. To these 

notes the coloured plates supply a fitting complement. (759°994)

ENGLISH WOOD-ENGRAVING, 1900-1950. Thomas Balston. Art & 
Technics, 7s.6d. 25-4cm. 92 pages. Over 100 engravings (some in colour). List of 
Engravers. 

A pictorial anthology of wood-engravings by British artists, the plates preceded by a 

21-page essay by Thomas Balston on the different schools and leading personalities 

during the period. The work of such artists as Eric Gill, Blair Hughes-Stanton, John 

Buckland-Wright, Gwen Raverat and Eric Ravilious is well known to all concerned 

with modern book-illustration; inclusion of these and many other names indicates the 

usefulness of this book to students of the modern revival of wood-engraving. The 
engravings, it should be noted, are reproduced in their original sizes. This collection, 
with Thomas Balston’s essay, was first published in Image, the quarterly review of 

typographic arts (Nov. 1950); it now receives wider currency in book form. (761)

FUNDAMENTAL MECHANISMS OF PHOTOGRAPHIC SENSI- 
TIVITY. Proceedings of a Symposium held at the University of Bristol in March, 
1950. Edited by J. W. Mitchell. Butterworth, 63s. 25-5cm. 255 pages. Plates. Charts. 
Tables. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

This conference was the third to be held, the previous conferences being held at Liége 

in 1948, and at Ziirich in 1949. Each of these served the valuable purpose of bringing 

together research workers in this field, chemists, physicists and mathematicians, each 
of whom had something to contribute to this involved problem. Over forty papers 
were presented at the Bristol conference, dealing with the physical properties of silver 


halides, photographic sensitivity, latent image formation, etc. It is to be regretted that 
there is no index. (771°534) 


HOW TO CARTOON FOR AMATEUR FILMS. J. Halas and B. Privett. 
Focal Press, 6s. 18-5cm. 128 pages. Facsimiles. Tables. Diagrams. Paper bound. 
(Focal Cine books) 

The authors are well known as makers of cartoon films. With the aid of sketches and 

diagrams the general principles of animation are described with particular emphasis on 

che need for deliberate distortion of moving objects. The making of a professional 
cartoon film, including scripting, sketching, continuity and animation, is outlined 
and the simplified methods and less expensive materials which the amateur can use 

are suggested. (778-5)

PRELUDE TO MUSIC. Ralph Hill. Ascherberg, Hopwood & Crew, 7s.6d. 
22-8cm. 111 pages. Bibliography. 


An excellent and stimulating little book. As its title suggests it is directed more to the 
amateur music lover than to the professional. The main theme—which the Prologue 
admirably sums up—is an appeal to the listener to listen more intelligently, and many 
suggestions, often challenging, are offered. The ten chapters include a short account of 
the basic materials of music, and sufficient musical history from the earliest times up to 
the present day to remind the reader that music is always changing and is not limited 
to one particular style and must therefore be approached in different ways. There is 
a small but excellent list of books suitable for further serious study. This was the 
author’s last book before his untimely death in 1950. (780) 


THE RISE OF ENGLISH OPERA. Eric Walter White. Lehmann, 21s. 
22-2cm. 335 pages. 33 plates. 6 line drawings. Bibliography. Index. 


The author makes an admirable survey of the subject from Henry Laws and his 
contemporaries to Benjamin Britten. Purcell’s early death in 1695 was a blow to 
English opera from which it is only now beginning to recover. The advent of the 
Anglo-Italian opera with Handel, the popularity of Italian singers and Italian and 
German operas, coupled with the failure of those responsible to follow any consistent 
policy to encourage the native composer, combined to stifle English opera. The 
subject is absorbing, and the book is beautifully illustrated. Benjamin Britten contributes 
an introduction. (782-0942) 


VIOLINS AND VIOLINISTS. Franz Varga. Translated from the German by 
Egon Larsen. Reprint. Rockliff, 25s. 22-2cm. 239 pages. 130 illustrations. 10 line 
drawings. Index. 


In this admirable book, which is an important addition to violin literature, Mr. Varga 
sets out clearly and concisely his wide knowledge of his subject in all its aspects. He 
begins with the history of the instrument and then traces its technical development 
from early days to that of the master craftsmen in Italy and elsewhere. The editor of 
The Strad, Mr. E. W. Lavender, has contributed a chapter on English violin-makers 
which is a valuable addition to the book. The author writes at some length on the 
controversial subject of the secret of Italian varnish and his statement of various 
theories should be of help to collectors as well as connoisseurs of stringed instruments. 
Of equal but more general interest is the survey of great violinists and their contribu- 
tion to the development of violin technique and artistry. (787-1) 


BELLS OF ALL NATIONS. Ernest Morris. Hale, 21s. 22-8cm. 228 pages. 
65 plates. Musical examples. Indexes. 


The author, who is ringing master at St. Margaret's, Leicester, has travelled extensively 
in pursuance of his art, and here presents a vast variety of detailed illustrated informa- 
tion, typical rather than exhaustive, about sizes, shapes, manufacture, and uses of bells, 
in cathedrals, carillons, pagodas, ships, etc. Of the many ways in which bells can be 
sounded the English art of ‘Change Ringing’ is the most interesting, and though he 
takes us to every continent the author is most at home when describing English 
ringing, of which he has intimate knowledge. (789-5)

SHOW WITH MUSIC. An Approach to the Practice of Musical Documentary. 
R. G. Newton. Dobson, 3s.6d.; paper bound 2s.6d. 22-2cm. 64 pages. (Theatre in 
Education) 


The author of Acting Improvised (Nelson), Magic and Make-believe (Dobson), and of 
several plays, has written a short treatise on a form of entertainment lying between 
documentary and revue. Experienced in dramatic work with service groups and 
youth clubs, the author discovered the value of this form of drama, particularly with 
keen but untrained actors. Part one gives practical instructions, part two the text and 
description of two actual ‘shows with music’. The book should be found useful in 
youth club and school libraries. (792) 


THE MAKING OF A NATIONAL THEATRE. Geoffrey Whitworth. 
Faber, 25s. 22-2 cm. 308 pages. 10 plates. Bibliography. Index. 


In tracing the history of the National Theatre, Mr. Whitworth gives a brief account of 
the English theatre from the earliest times, laying particular stress on each encounter of 
the State with the theatre. Quotations, often in full, from contemporary documents 
give the book the appearance of an anthology and incidentally throw unexpected light 
on little-known facts of stage history. In other aspects, the work assumes the nature of 
a composite minute book, a record of all the many committees formed to commemo- 
rate Shakespeare during the last hundred years. Mr. Whitworth, founder of the British 
Drama League, describes how that organization helped to spread the idea of the 
National Theatre, the passing of the Local Government Act in 1948, empowering 
local authorities to provide and maintain theatres, and the final passing of the National 
Theatre Bill in 1949. (792) 


A SOVIET THEATRE SKETCH BOOK. Joseph Macleod. Allen & Unwin, 
15s. 21-3cm. 168 pages. 


A recent visit to the Soviet Union by a writer and scholar sensitive and sympathetic 
to his surroundings has resulted in this remarkably vivid picture of the Russian theatre, 
seen from the viewpoint of the audiences. Mostly he has chosen a fictional method, 
and relates, in the persons of a young peasant, a young factory worker, an intellectual, 
or an aged couple, how the plays of fifty years ago, Tchekov, Ibsen, Maeterlinck, 
plays of today, Shakespeare’s works, ballet, puppets, films, children’s plays, are per- 
formed, and where and why. The book is a worthy successor to the author’s The New 
Soviet Theatre (1943) and Actors Across the Volga (1946) and, incidentally, reveals much 
of Russian life today. (792-0947)

AUSTRALIAN NOTES ON THE BALLET. Jean Garling. Legend Press, 
(Sydney, Australia), 12s.6d. 19cm. 40 pages. 24 illustrations (7 in colour). 


Miss Garling, herself an experienced dancer, sets out to emphasize the influences which 
are building up characteristically Australian dancing. She traces the story of the ballet 
in Australia from the early years of the nineteenth century to the first performance, 
in 1950, of Corroboree, the music for which, composed by John Antill, has been 
internationally acclaimed. The book is attractively illustrated. (792-8)

FILM FORM. Essays on Film Theory. Sergei Eisenstein. Edited and translated by 
Jay Leyda. Dobson, 18s.6d. 22. cm. 292 pages. 10 illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. (International Library of Theatre and Cinema) 


Eisenstein, the famous Russian film director, died in 1948 and the compilation of this 
book was one of his last acts. Most of the material which it contains is published for 
the first time in England. ‘Of his hundreds of essays’, writes the editor, ‘this group was 
selected to show certain key-points in the development of his film theory and in parti- 
cular of his analysis of the sound film medium’. The essays, which are rather abstruse 
and require close reading, include those on film form, methods of montage, the 
structure of the film, and on Dickens, Griffith and the film today. (792°93) 


A SEAT AT THE CINEMA. Roger Manvell. Evans, 12s.6d. 22cm. 192 pages. 
27 illustrations. Index. 


Dr. Manvell, author of many works on the cinema and director of the British Film 
Academy, states that ‘the purpose of this book is to introduce the reader to the film, 
the first art form of outstanding importance to be born of a mechanical invention, and 
the cinema, the chief institution through which the film reaches the public’. Dr. 
Manvell deals with the various problems, inter alia that of the universal audience and 
those facing the film critic and the film maker. He also examines the film as an art and 
describes the work of some of the most distinguished creators of films. (792.93)

ADVENTURE IN CHESS. ‘Assiac’. Turnstile Press, 10s.6d. 20-3cm. 200 
pages. Diagrams. Folding pocket chess set bound inside cover. Index. 


This interesting book, by the chess writer of the New Statesman and Nation, is not a 
primer on the game but rather a book on chess lore with many anecdotes on the 
background of the game and its masters. It is entertainment for the skilled player and 
for the beginner, and fully deserves the term ‘readable’. (794:1) 


DAYS AT THE CRICKET. John Arlott. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19cm. 207 pages. 
16 illustrations. 


This account of the 1950 season in England is the fifth in a series of books describing 
the visits of touring sides to England, and follows the same pattern as its predecessors. 
After long, detailed, and often exciting and amusing, descriptions of the four Test 
Matches between the West Indies and England, Mr. Arlott gives a shrewd and 
extremely interesting analysis of the reasons for the West Indians’ success. His criticism 
is constructive, his judgement sane and balanced, and he shows an understanding of 
character which is too often lacking in such reports. (796-3) 


CATCH! An Account of Two Cricket Tours. Keith Miller and R. $. Whitington. 
Latimer House, 12s.6d. 20-3cm. 301 pages. 13 photographs. 


The two tours described are those of the Australian Cricket team in South Africa in 
1949-50 and of the English team in Australia in 1950-1. The authors are well-known 
Australian cricketers—Miller, indeed, is generally acknowledged as the greatest all- 
round cricketer of the present day—who write in a lively and controversial fashion 
and with a considerable amount of humour. (796-3) 
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THE FIGHT FOR THE ASHES, 1950-1951. A. G. Moyes. Harrap, 12s.6d. 
20°3cm. 260 pages. 23 illustrations. 
Mr. Moyes, the former Australian State player, established his reputation as one of the 
leading writers on cricket with two books on the outstanding personalities of the game, 
a biography of Bradman and A Century of Cricketers. In this critical account of the last 
M.C.C. tour of Australia he shows that he is equally good at writing of the game 
itself. The descriptions of the Test Matches, illustrated by many excellent photographs, 
are particularly well done. All the matches in Australia are covered, and there is an 
interesting statistical appendix. (796-3) 


WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1951. Edited by Hubert Preston.

This world-famous Almanack again presents records of all important cricket matches 

played throughout the world during the winter of 1949-50 and the following summer. 

Full accounts are given of tours of Australian teams in South Africa and New Zealand 

and of a Commonwealth team in India during the winter of 1949-50, as well as of the 

West Indies team in England in 1950. The many special articles include a review of the 

Test matches between South Africa and England from 1888 to date and one on ‘Fifty 

years of Lancashire Cricket’ by Neville Cardus, while John Arlott again contributes 

a chapter on cricket books published during the year. (796°3)

the sport in Britain. It provides a guide for the training of coaches as well as a sound 
basis of training for the ordinary club fencer who is unable to obtain qualified

COME AND SHOOT. An Introduction to British Game Bird Shooting.

Fifty years of experience in shooting grouse, partridge, pheasants and other game in 

various parts of Great Britain is the basis of this review of a sport which is so closely 

associated with natural history and the countryside. Although there is much technical 
advice in this book it is not a manual of instruction but one of those pleasant happy 
books on shooting in the field written by a lover of the countryside. The illustrations 
include delightful photographs and reproductions of paintings of birds in flight.

COLLECTED ESSAYS IN LITERARY CRITICISM. Herbert Read.

The second edition of a book first published in 1938, consisting of essays written 
during the twenties and thirties. It contains some of the best theoretical criticism of 
our time. Mr. T. S. Eliot and Dr. I. A. Richards are the only critics of comparable 
importance for ‘the years between the wars’. The first part of the book is devoted to 
the general theory of poetry and criticism, with particular emphasis on the nature of 
poetry and the poetic character. Mr. Read examines the contributions made by 
psychology to a full consideration of the creative faculty—in particular by the writings 
of Freud, Adler and Jung. The second part deals with individual authors and in these 
the approach is mainly historical, with more emphasis on purely literary qualities. It 
includes essays on Froissart, Malory, Swift, Smollett, Sterne, Hopkins and Henry 
James. (804) 


THE WRITERS’ AND ARTISTS’ YEAR BOOK, 1951. A Directory 
for Writers, Artists, Playwrights, Film Writers, Photographers and Composers.

Following the same lines as its predecessor this well-established annual gives informa- 

tion concerning journals, magazines and publishers in Britain, Eire, Australia, Canada, 

India, Pakistan, New Zealand, South Africa and America, and of British and American 

music publishers. There are sections on British Agencies and Societies; Prizes and 

Awards; British markets for plays, scenarios, broadcasting material, and markets for 

artists, designers and photographers.

The Leslie Stephen Lecture, delivered in Cambridge on 10 May this year is ‘an attempt 

. .. to tear a few shreds from the fabric of a very complicated design’ and is an amusing 

disquisition on the origin and nature of its subject. (808-7) 


EVERYMAN’S DICTIONARY OF QUOTATIONS AND PRO- 
VERBS. Compiled by D. C. Browning. Dent, 12s.6d. 19-6cm. 776 pages. 
(Everyman’s Reference Library) 

This new work supersedes the two previous volumes in the Everyman's Library. It 

contains 6,387 quotations of great variety (in English or in the original with transla- 

tion) representing the Bible and 1,000 authors (with full dates, nationality and calling), 
and nearly 4,000 proverbs. The authors are arranged alphabetically. The index (one- 

third of the book) covers quotations and proverbs in one alphabetical list. (808-88) 


American Literature 
STEPHEN CRANE. John Berryman. Methuen, 15s. 21-5cm. 365 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliographical note. Index. (American Men of Letters) 

Mr. Berryman’s brilliant but none too lucid book is the first attempt at a full-scale 
critical estimate of this strange writer who wrote his best novel, The Red Badge of 
Courage, at the age of twenty-three and died at twenty-eight. Crane (1871-1900) had 
a special aptitude for dealing in the more savage and rudimentary side of human nature, 
and his imagination was haunted by images of war and degradation. His passion for 
authenticity led him to experience war in Cuba and Greece. He wrote two novels, a 
volume of poems, five collections of short stories, married a brothel-keeper and 
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finally settled in an old English manor-house. Mr. Berryman describes him as ‘ probably 
the greatest American short story writer . . . one of our few poets, and one of the few 
manifest geniuses the country has produced’. (813-4) 


English Poetry 
POEMS OF TO-DAY. Fourth Series. Macmillan for The English Association, 
7s.6d. 19cm. 253 pages. Indexes. 

The aim of the anonymous compilers has been to bring together a selection of the 
best English poetry published between 1938 and 1947. It is arranged in alphabetical 
order of authors’ names and includes the work of 110 poets, ranging from the older 
generation of W. B. Yeats, John Masefield, Walter de la Mare and Edith Sitwell to 
poets like Alun Lewis and Sydney Keyes, who were killed in the Second World War, 
and those who have emerged since, such as G. S. Fraser and W. R. Rodgers. T. S. 
Eliot is represented by a series of lyrical passages from his play The Family Reunion. 
The collection shows the remarkable variety of form and accent achieved by English 
poetry during this period. (821-08) 


POPE AND HIS CRITICS. A Study in Eighteenth-Century Personalities. 
W. L. MacDonald. Dent, 18s. 22-2cm. 350 pages. 11 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Professor MacDonald remarks that the approach to Pope has always been in the nature 

of an obstacle race of personalities and politics, in which the personality of the poet 

himself is the chief stumbling block. His book is primarily intended for the student and, 
for all its solid virtues, has few literary graces. It is an attempt to discover how far 
critical opinion of this great Augustan’s poetry has been prejudiced by extra-literary 
considerations. After commenting on the reception by his contemporaries, Professor 
MacDonald devotes a detailed analysis to the attitudes of Bishop Warburton Johnson, 
Ruffhead and Joseph Warton. (821-5) 


WILLIAM BLAKE. H. M. Margoliouth. Oxford University Press, $s. 170m. 
192 pages. 4 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library) 
Mr. Margoliouth gives a clear and concise exposition of an unusually difficult poet and 
artist in five chapters. He shows that both as poet and colourist Blake was utterly 
original. He invented a new mythology because “he wanted to describe the workings 
of mind in the past, present and future’ and because he needed ‘a set of new technical 
terms which were not abstractions but described something real, alive and active’. In 
this he anticipated modern psychologists with their conceptions of the Id, the Ego, 
the Censor, the Anima and the Shadow. Mr. Margoliouth is careful to interpret 
Blake’s symbolism in terms of his poetry and painting, rather than in psychological 
phraseology. In doing so he has written an unusually illuminating book. (821-6) 


WILLIAM COWPER. Norman Nicholson. Lehmann, 10s.6d. 22:2em. 167 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Mr. Norman Nicholson, himself a poet, examines Cowper’s poetic development in 
relation to the Evangelical Revival which he characterizes as “not so much an influence 
as an environment’. The Revival gave Cowper his first impulse to write, resulting 
in the Moral Satires and the Olney Hymns, but the later poetry, with its humanity, 
lurking humour and sympathetic yet realistic view of nature, shows his partial emanci- 
pation from its narrow artistic tenets. Mr. Nicholson also elucidates the seeming 
paradox that a man whose mental balance was at all times precarious and who lived 
in retirement yet became one of the most popular poets of his age. (821-6) 
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W. B. YEATS: THE TRAGIC PHASE. Vivienne Koch. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 10s.6d. 22-2cm. 151 pages. Index. 


In the poetry of Yeats’s last years Miss Koch discovers ‘a great irresolution over the 
paradox of sensuality and the spirit’. It is, in fact, she argues, this conflict which deter- 
mined the character of all his poetry, though during the last years it achieved a tragic 
intensity. These last poems have reccived least attention from critics and Miss Koch’s 
study of them is both subtle and acute. After a general introduction, she gives a de- 
tailed analysis of four groups of poems, quoting several in full. ‘The sexual theme is of 
significance’, she concludes, ‘as the final symbolic statement of that creative conflict 
which Yeats had early posited as the dynamic of the universe.’ (821-9) 


CRISIS IN ENGLISH POETRY, 1880-1940. Vivian de Sola Pinto. 
Hutchinson, 7s.6d. 19cm. 228 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson’s University 
Library) 

Professor de Pinto relates his vivid and most readable study of English poetry during 

the last sixty years to the social, political and moral crisis of modern England, which, 

he says, is the crisis which marks the end of a great period of humanistic civilization. 

From Wilfrid Scawen Blunt and W. E. Henley, who made the first attempt to create 

a ‘free’ verse appropriate to the restlessness and spiritual disintegration of the modern 

world, he traces a critical graph through Thomas Hardy and A. E. Housman, Hopkins 

and Bridges, Yeats and Synge, the Imagists and D. H. Lawrence, to T. S. Eliot and 

Edith Sitwell, and ‘ After Eliot’ in an attempt to see these poets in historical perspective. 

By grouping them in pairs he would exemplify those who made ‘the journey within’ 

and those who made ‘the journey without’ either by rejecting or accepting their age. 

The final chapter considers the present position of English pocts. A useful book list 

is appended to each chapter. (821-9) 


SELECTED POEMS, LYRICAL AND NARRATIVE. W. B. Yeats. 
Macmillan, 5s. 15-8cm. 213 pages. Index. (Golden Treasury Series) 
A neatly produced pocket volume reprinted from the first edition of 1929, in which 
Yeats wrote, ‘I have arranged in chronological order whatever lyrical and narrative 
poems of mine best please my friends or myself, or best illuminate one another’. 
Chosen from twelve volumes published between 1889 and 1928, they represent all but 
the latest work of the greatest Irish poet and include many of his finest poems.

English Drama 
HASSAN. James Elroy Flecker. Revised edition. Heinemann, 4s. 18-2cm. 99 pages. 
(Drama Library) 
Flecker (1884-1915) wrote this play in 1913 and was in process of revising it for 
theatrical production at the time of his death. The present acting edition is based on the 
text of the Festival of Britain production. The intrinsic worth of this Arabian Nights 
tragedy in sensuous prose and lyric verse (first produced 1923) lies in its spoken 
beauty rather than in its dramatic qualities; changing taste, moreover, has rendered it 
something of an anachronism. (822-9) 


A SLEEP OF PRISONERS. A Play. Christopher Fry. Oxford University Press, 
6s. 18-§cm. $1 pages. 


The author of several famous verse comedies and some religious dramas has now 
written a play more dramatic and more urgent than hitherto. The action takes place 
in a church used as a prison camp during the war, where four soldiers are imprisoned. 
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The men fall asleep, and in their dreams become first one character then another from 
the Old Testament. The theme that recurs in all the dreams is the weakness of man when 
he resorts to violence and the consequent futility of force. Matching its great subject, 
Fry’s verse has become more direct and powerful whilst preserving its felicity and 
lyricism. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
SIR WALTER SCOTT LECTURES, 1940-1948. Sir Herbert Grierson, 
Edwin Muir, G. M. Young, S. C. Roberts. Introduction by Professor W. L. 
Renwick. Edinburgh ‘University Press, 78.64. 20°-9cm. 180 pages. Frontispiece by 
Joan Hassall. Index. 
With the exception of Mr. Young’s ‘Scott and the Historians’, which has not appeared 
before, these seven lec tures are reprinted from the Iniversity of Edinburgh Journal. After 
Sir Herbert Grierson’s opening lecture, ‘The Man and the Poet’, the series is mainly 
concerned with Scott as historian and novelist. In his second ‘lecture Sir Herbert 
Grierson concludes that Scott’s closest affinity is with Cervantes: the poet in Scott is 
more obvious in the great moments of the novels than in any of his narrative poems. 
Mr. Muir sees a resemblance between Scott and Dostoevsky in their power to make 
their characters now and then say things of more than individual significance. Mr. 
Roberts draws an interesting contrast between Scott and Trollope. (823-7) 


THE ART OF GRAHAM GREENE. Kenneth Allott and Miriam Farris. 
Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 22-2cm. 253 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
The work of Graham Greene (b. 1904) has not until now been dealt with at full- 
length in book form. In this detailed and documented study of his novels and ‘enter- 
tainments’ the authors, starting with the early books like The Man Within, work their 
way in five chapters to The Power and the Glory and The Heart of the Matter, finding 
in their variety a unity that derives from certain obsessional ideas about cruelty and 
evil. Everything he writes, they say, is discoloured by an original hurt to his sensibility, 
and this gives his novels their power and their pity. Although the authors have nothing 
very original or profound to say, they have produced a most able and lucid exposition 
of the values implicit in the novels. (823-9) 


English Essays 
SOME PEOPLE. Harold Nicolson. Pan Books, 2s. 17°-7cm. 192 pages. Paper 
bound. 

Since its first appearance in 1927 this series of character sketches, with a thin thread of 
autobiography, has become a minor classic. The author, in a polished prose style and 
with an endearing wit, describes his contacts with nine people (most of them imaginary) 
ranging from the family governess, a University friend, personalities in the diplomatic 
service, an American tourist, to the inimitably funny study of Arketall, Lord Curzon’s 
valet. (824-9) 


French Literature 

THE OLD FRENCH EPIC. Jessie Crosland. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 22-2cm. 
314 pages. Index. 

Mrs. Crosland calls her book a ‘plain unvarnished account of the outburst of epic 

poems in the eleventh and twelfth centuries which is quite unparalleled in the history 

of French literature’. It is much more. She begins with a consideration of the historical 

and literary background, then all the great epics are in turn presented. The Changun 
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de Willame at the turn of the eleventh century affords evidence of epic traditions 
already in existence and Mrs. Crosland rightly dwells at length upon this poem. The 
Chanson de Roland naturally receives pride of place, with Roland destroying the 
pedantic view of heroes of the chansons de geste being types rather than individuals. 
Indeed the main aim of the book is to bring into relief the psychological skill with 
which the characters in the old French poems are drawn. After the most famous epics 
are dealt with we are given an account of some isolated Chansons de Geste. The two 

final chapters are concerned with the fate of the old French epic outside France, and a 
review of Epic Traditions. A most welcome book by a scholar with unique qualifica- 
tions for writing it. (841-103) 


ANTIGONE and EURYDICE. Two Plays. Jean Anouilh. Methuen, 8s.6d. 
19cm. 190 pages. 
These two plays, the first translated by Lewis Galantiére and the second by Lothian 
Small, have met with considerable success on the London stage. In Antigone Anouilh 
pours into the Sophoclean mould a modern conception of the famous Greek tragedy. 
Clothed in modern language and set in modern times, the relevance of Sophocles’s 
theme to present day political problems is startling. In Eurydice, the Greek myth of 
Orpheus and Eurydice is lived again in sordid surroundings in provincial France today. 
Anouilh is a consummate theatrical craftsman; using symbolical figures in the midst 
of realism, his tragedy of two young lovers unable to come to terms with life, to 
live idealistically while past and present intrude and smirch, flows flawlessly to its 
quiet end. (842-9) 


TIT-COQ. Gratien Gélinas. Beauchemin (Montreal, Canada), $1.50. 20-3cm. 
196 pages. Illustrations. Paper bound. French text. 
The hero of this play, Tit-Cogq (Little Rooster) a private soldier of illegitimate birth, 
while visiting a friend’s home, falls in love with the sister, Marie-Ange. For the first 
time he sees a happy home, and dreams of becoming an ordinary man with a wife and 
children. But separation, war and her family drive Marie-Ange into another marriage. 
Sentimental, amusing, shrewd, redolent of French Canadian atmosphere, life and 
morals, this play has drawn enthusiastic audiences in Canada. The illustrations consist 
of photographs of the first production. (842-9C) 


Latin Literature 
CICERO: THE SECRETS OF HIS CORRESPONDENCE. Jéréme 
Carcopino. Translated from the French by E. O. Lorimer. 2 vols. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 42s. 22-5cm. 612 pages. Indexes. 
This work attempts to prove a new theory of the Cicerian problem that the publica- 
tion of the letters was undertaken at the instigation of Octavian in the years following 
his break with Antonius and that the purpose was to let Cicero condemn himself by 
his own words. Volume 1 is devoted to an analysis of Cicero’s letters treated in groups 
which bear on different aspects of his life: finances, family, politics. From this analysis 
emerges a rather unflattering portrait. In Volume 2, M. Carcopino continues his analy- 
sis with the object of throwing a favourable light on the characters of Caesar and 
Octavian and an unfavourable one on their enemies and on the traditional form of 
government. The problem of the publication of the letters is discussed in detail. 
Finally comes the conclusion that the letters as we now have them are only a selection 
and that the losses were deliberately and secretly omitted by Caesar-worshipping 
editors. (876) 
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Greek Literature 
STUDIES IN MENANDER. T. B. L. Webster. Manchester University Press, 
25S. 22-2cm. 250 pages. Indexes. 

The Professor of Greek at University College, London, presents a full study of the 
surviving fragments of the most important writer of New Comedy (c. 342-292 B.C.). 
Chapters on Plays of Reconciliation, Restorations in Menander, Plays of Social Criti- 
cism and Plays of Adventure and Satire take the form of a detailed exposition of plot 
with a running commentary and ingenious attempts at restoration of the missing parts 
of the plays. The book is rounded off by discussions of Menander’s relation to earlier 
Greek drama and to the moral philosophy of Aristotle and Theophrastus. The con- 
clusion of this acute and many-sided study is that “the ancients were right in regarding 
Menander’s comedy as a mirror of life, but the form of the mirror was conditioned by 
Middle Comedy and classical tragedy as well as by Peripatetic philosophy’. (882) 


THE POEMS OF C. P. CAVAFY. Translated from the (modern) Greek by 
John Mavrogordato. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 20-5 cm. 209 pages. Notes. 
The first collection of Constantine Cavafy’s poems to appear in English. A Greek who 
lived in Alexandria, Cavafy (1863-1933) takes as his theme the Hellenistic mingling of 
cultures. Many of his poems retell classical legends and fragments of ancient history 
without their usual heroic trappings but as they might have appeared to the ordinary 
man in the street. Others deal, with surprising realism, with the café life of modern 
Alexandria. At the centre of Cavafy’s poetry, as Rex Warner remarks in his introduc- 
tion, is a perception of ‘the immense value of individual experience rather than strained 
pursuit of an ideal’ and ‘a recognition of the extreme difficulty, even the improbability, 
of any great achievement’. The translation, which is almost literal, and line for line, 
is very skilful. (889-1) 


MEDIEVAL AND MODERN GREEK POETRY. An Anthology. 
C. A. Trypanis. Oxford University Press, 21s. 19cm. 349 pages. Bibliography. Notes. 
Glossary. Index. 

Professor Trypanis has been Professor of Byzantine and Modern Greck in the Univer- 

sity of Oxford since 1947. His anthology of later Greek poetry covers the sixteen 

centuries from the foundation of Byzantium to the present day. The pieces are chosen 
with discrimination, so as to illustrate literary and linguistic history as well as to provide 
the best poetry that each of the many periods under review can produce. A short 

English introduction precedes the anthology, and puts the reader in possession of the 

main historical and literary circumstances in which each piece or group of pieces was 

written. Professor Trypanis has made a very good selection, which can be recom- 
mended to all who are interested in the language, literature and history of Christian 

Greece. (889-1)

THE OUTLINE OF HISTORY. Being a Plain History of Life and Mankind. 
H. G. Wells. Revised and brought up to the end of the Second World War by 
Raymond Postgate. Cassell, 17s.6d. 21-5cm. 1,278 pages. Illustrations, maps and 
plans by J. F. Horrabin. Chronological table. Index. 

Many of the works of H. G. Wells (1866-1946) show him long preoccupied with the 

history of man as one whole, concerned with the idea of a World State, and fascinated 

by the phenomena of evolution. It is not surprising that, to meet the perplexity and 
perturbation arising from the First World War, he published, in 1920, his Outline of 
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History, ‘a review of existing knowledge of man’s place in space and time’. The book 
has been reprinted many times and many revisions made, benefiting, as Wells says, 
from the examination of widespread readers. Mr. Raymond Postgate has brought this 
present edition up to date with an account of the Second World War, by rewriting 
sections merely sketched by Wells, and by making alterations necessitated by new 
knowledge. There are many new maps and pictures by J. F. Horrabin, Wells’s valued 
collaborator and illustrator. (900) 


THE ANNUAL REGISTER. A Review of Public Events at Home and 
Abroad for the Year 1950. Edited by Ivison $. Macadam. Longmans, 63s. 22-8cm. 
$41 pages. Index. 

The 192nd annual issue of this well-known review, again edited by the Director-General 

of the Royal Institute of International Affairs. The Register is divided into four parts: 

The United Kingdom, giving detailed treatment to the General Election of February 

1950; the British Commonwealth; foreign countries, including details of the Korean 

war and its importance to other countries, and of the United Nations, Western Union 

and other international conferences; and a miscellaneous section including a monthly 

chronicle of world events, a retrospect of British literature, art and science in 1950, a 

section on the year’s finance, trade and industry in Britain, and one on law. The 

volume ends with obituaries of well-known persons of all countries who died in 

1949, including Mackenzie King, General Smuts and G. B. Shaw. (905) 


THE HISTORY OF OUR TIMES. W. K. Hancock. Athlone Press, 2s.6d. 
21'scm. 22 pages. Paper bound. 
The Webb Memorial Lecture delivered in the University of London in 1950. Professor 
Hancock defines the terms in which contemporary history can be formulated; he 
examines the difficulties of approach to the historical evidence, difficulties of perspec- 
tive and detachment, and considers the difficulties of the evidence itself, so enormous in 
bulk. As editor of the Civil Series of the United Kingdom War Histories he is naturally 
concerned with the problems and the criteria of Official History and he reports his 
own experience in ‘the history of our times’. (907)

SWEET CORK OF THEE. Robert Gibbings. Dent, 16s. 22-2cm. 243 pages.

Coloured frontispiece. Engravings by the author. Endpaper map. 
This is the latest of Mr. Gibbings’s topographical studies, richly laced with Irish folklore 
and the elegant exactitude of his own wood-engravings. Returning once more to Cork, 
the scene of his previous travelogue Lovely is the Lee, he describes his various encoun- 
ters with the talkative natives, from whom he has obviously inherited the gusto and 
feeling for legendary anecdote that distinguish them. The book is a fine example of 
the poetic power of language, the freedom and distinction of speech in a country 
where the imagination is not yet self-conscious. (914-15) 


THE HEART OF ENGLAND. Ivor Brown. 3rd edition. Batsford, 12s.6d. 
22-2cm. 128 pages. Coloured frontispiece and 88 illustrations. Index. 

First published in 1935 in The British Heritage series, Mr. Brown’s book, which covers 

almost every aspect of the nation’s life in topographical and general survey, has for 

this new edition a completely revised text and a number of fresh illustrations. The 

latter are photographs which convey a very fair idea of the diversity of England.

192 pages. 60 illustrations. Index. 


The author, well known for his topographical books, turns in this volume to three 
counties in the west of England—Somerset, Devon and Cornwall. In the course of his 
light-hearted survey from Bath to Bude there are few aspects of their scenery and 
peoples which he does not comment upon. He is proud to be “by origin pure west 
country’, and some of the more interesting passages are reminiscences of his childhood, 
and recollections of rewarding days spent in discovering its varied attractions. His 
comments and advice should prove useful to intending visitors. (914:2) 


A WANDERER IN THE WEST COUNTRY. E. W. Martin. Phoenix 
House, 15s. 22-2cm. 224 pages. Drawings by Heather Copley and Christopher 
Chamberlain. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Martin is a Devon man who sees very nearly as many virtues in Cornwall and 

Somerset as he does in his native county. He has written this pleasant account around a 

rambling itinerary from Land’s End to Bristol to convey some hint of ‘all the West 

contains to entertain, surprise, cajole, and inform the stranger’. There are numerous 
sympathetic sketches of local worthies, folk customs, and historic events, which cover 
an almost encyclopaedic range of information. Modern problems are not entirely 
forgotten, and here the author pins his hopes largely on National Parks to preserve the 
authentic West.

COMPANION INTO DURHAM. J. E. Morris. Methuen, 10s.6d. 19cm. 
254 pages. 23 illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. (Methuen’s Companion Books) 
Mr. Morris describes the natural beauties and historic monuments of County Durham 
in a straightforward style without adventitious embellishment. His book is the result 
of long acquaintance with and enthusiasm for the County Palatine, supported by 
extensive reading. His main interest is in architectural detail, for which he finds full 
scope, for example, in Durham City. Since his book is intended for the visitor in 
holiday mood, the industrial areas have been avoided, so that to this extent it is a 
partial picture only, but within its limits, it achieves what it sets out todo. (914°2) 


THE LAND IS YOURS. C. Henry Warren. Eyre & Spottiswoode, $s. 22-2cm. 
172 pages. Frontispiece and 35 illustrations by Thomas Hennell. 
A cheaper edition of a well-known book (first published in 1943) by one of the best 
writers about the English countryside. It is concerned with life in the author’s home 
county of Essex. In particular, he considers the impact of war, of post-war planning 
and of agricultural science on what he calls ‘those aspects of country life which persist 
throughout all change and which can never be planned’. The illustrations ably supple- 
ment a delightful and interesting text. (9142) 


MILES FROM ANYWHERE. C. Henry Warren. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 5s. 
22-2cm. 178 pages. Frontispiece and 33 drawings by Thomas Hennell. 


A welcome cheap edition of one of Mr. Warren’s books about Essex (first published 
1944). A collection of essays, it is concerned with the lives of men and animals, birds 
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and plants and trees, during a single winter in that part of Essex in which the author 
has lived and written for many years. From “The Bare Bough’ of winter, which 
inspires the first chapter, to the calm and peace of spring after sheep-shearing is over, 
with which the book ends, he gives an intimate picture of one of the least spoiled 
parts of all Britain, and one, curiously, seldom seen by visitors from overseas. (914:2) 


THIS OTHER LONDON. Paul Elek. Elek, 10s.6d. 19cm. 136 pages. Drawings 
by David Knight. Index. 


Mr. Elek has known London, as visitor and resident, for some twenty years, and so 
combines an independent point of view with an intimate knowledge of the capital’s 
centre. Though he does not neglect entirely the thoroughfares and districts of inter- 
national repute, he is at his best appraising the merits, or defects, of the smaller areas 
which, tucked away in the interstices, have escaped ‘development’. He can charac- 
terize a street or a building very neatly, and is interested in details of alignment or 
social life which would attract the attention of few citizens. His chapters on the habits 
and customs of the Londoner are on the whole flattering, but on occasion justifiably 
severe. In another medium, David Knight captures the same spirit. (914:21) 


SHORT GUIDE TO LONDON. Edited by L. Russell Muirhead. 6th edition. 
Benn, 15s. 15°8cm. 306 pages. 4 maps. 28 plans. Index. (Blue Guides) 

An abridged edition of the well-known guide to London first published nearly thirty 
years ago, and not a guide designed for a brief visit. Three sections, West, East, and 
Surrey side, clearly set out in a series of itineraries the information which should 
satisfy all but the most diligent and serious-minded visitor. The fourth section, “The 
Great Public Collections’, compresses much detail in a useful form, and the maps and 
plans are more than a mere adjunct to the text. Despite all the changes of recent years, 
the details are remarkably up to date and comprehensive. One or two comments 
from what now appears almost another age remain to intrigue the careful reader.

LONDON RIVER. H. M. Tomlinson. New edition, revised and enlarged. 
Cassell, 228.6d. 24cm. 158 pages. 31 pages of photographs by Charles Tomlinson. 
Endpaper map. 

London River was first published thirty years ago. In this edition changes have been 

made to bring it ‘into accord with a later time’, and a revision of another book Below 

London Bridge, with photographs by the author’s son, is included. It is unnecessary, at 

this date, to attempt to do justice to Tomlinson’s virtues as a writer, or to the compass 

of his knowledge of the sea and the seafarer; essays in this volume have already passed 
into the anthologies. In eleven essays he presents, through experiences, memories, and 
traditions, collected over a critical period in the history of the River, a moving and 
memorable tribute to men and ships who have stood for so much in the history of 
London, and of Britain. (914-21) 


CANADA’S CENTURY. D. M. Le Bourdais. Methuen (Toronto, Canada), 
$4.00. 23cm. 223 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper maps. 

The author gives a factual and extremely readable exposition of the late Sir Wilfrid 

Laurier’s contention that the twenticth century was Canada’s. Although he does not 

neglect Canadian culture in this period, he bases his discussion on three factors: first, 

Canada’s minerals, forests and the water power of the Canadian Shield; secondly, the 

petroleum and natural gas of the prairies; and, lastly, Canada’s strategic position in the

increasing importance of aviation. To illustrate these factors he deals with such regions 
as ‘the Atlantic bridgehead’, Quebec, the Hudson Bay route and the Peace-Mackenzie 
valleys. He makes a very good case for Canada’s century. (917-1) 


ARCTIC TRADER. Philip H. Godsell. New edition. Hale, 15s. 22-2cm. 
320 pages. 17 illustrations. 
First published in 1935, this is the story of an English boy who at the age of 16 joined 
the Hudson’s Bay Company (whose 250th anniversary he subsequently helped to 
celebrate) and of his adventures as an apprentice, Trading Post Manager and eventually 
Inspector. It is a tale of hardship, endurance, courage and initiative, of Indian hunters, 
of the exploits of the Canadian Mounted Police and of the opening up by white 
settlers of hitherto unexplored areas in the Arctic North. (917-12) 


THE FIJI ISLANDS. A Geographical Handbook. R. A. Derrick. Government 
Printing Department (Suva, Fiji), 25s. 26cm. 371 pages. Frontispiece. 110 plates. 
140 maps and diagrams. Index. 

Mr. R. A. Derrick, a member of the educational staff of Fiji, a Colony in which he has 

resided for thirty years, has here produced a companion volume to his History of Fiji 

which he modestly describes as ‘a geographical handbook’. That is a notable under- 
statement. It is an encyclopaedic work, covering in complete detail a general descrip- 
tion, a lucid account of the Group’s discovery, charting and exploration, then geology, 
natural features and scenery, followed by ethnology, climate, flora and fauna, trade, 
industries and communications, and concluding with nine chapters of detailed infor- 
mation on the individual islands. The book is written in a pleasant, sympathetic 
style, with none of the dryness of the gazetteer. No one but Mr. Derrick could have 
described with equal authority such widely divergent features of this variegated 
Colony of 300 islands. (919-611) 


Biography 
A DEGREE OF PRUDERY. Emily Hahn. Barker, 18s. 22-2cm. 296 pages. 
7 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

A biography of the novelist Fanny Burney (1752-1840), based largely on her own 
published diary and letters. Fanny Burney, with few advantages of birth or education, 
sensitive, timid and decorous but a shrewd observer, rose suddenly to prominence as 
the authoress of Evelina, accepted a post at court, and eventually settled down as the 
wife of a French émigré. Miss Hahn’s lively, sympathetic book discusses her relations 
with the literary society of the time, including Dr. Johnson, Mrs. Thrale and her circle, 
and draws an amusing picture of the court and domestic life of George III and Queen 
Charlotte. (92) 


CLENDON DAUKES. Dorothy Daukes. Hodder & Stoughton, 20s. 22-2cm. 
255 pages. Portrait. Endpaper maps. 

Sir Clendon Daukes (1879-1947) had a distinguished record of service in the Indian 

Political Service around the North-West Frontier, Baluchistan, and Nepal. Since he 

retired in 1934, this is an interesting record of a period and of social life which has now 

passed away. (92) 


RAYMOND L. DITMARS. L. N. Wood. Hale, 15s. 22-2cm. 261 pages. 
58 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


The life story of a man who became famous as a herpetologist, following until his 


death the fascination of a boyhood hobby which led him to collect and study snakes 
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from earliest youth. Informally written, and full of personal anecdote, it gives a good 
picture of the life of an explorer-naturalist in the early part of this century, and 
Ditmars’s adventures with insects, snakes and other creatures are entertainingly 
described. The illustrations are unusually poor for such a book. (92) 


THE JOURNALS OF ANI IRE GIDE. Volume IV: 1939-1949. Translated 
from the French, with Introduction and Notes by Justin O’Brien. Secker & Warburg, 
358. 24-2cm. 368 pages. Frontispiece. Glossary of persons. Bibliography. Index. 

The final volume of André Gide’s Journals finds him, between his seventieth and 

eightieth year, as intellectually adventurous, as much concerned with the future and 

with his own improvement as the earlier volumes. Written mostly in exile in Tunis 
during the German occupation of France in the Second World War, it shows Gide 
continuing his delighted reading and re-reading of English literature, his study of 

German and Latin in order to read Goethe and Virgil, and contains penetrating 

observations on French literature. Surprisingly little is concerned with political events, 

though there is a record of the Anglo-American siege of Tunis in 1942-3. During the 
war Gide found it more than ever necessary to feel ‘that there are human products 
invulnerable to insults and degradation, works on which temporal changes have no 
influence’. Even the war-reporting remains objective and disinterested and references 
show that there was no slackening in creative work during this period. (92) 


CAME THE DAWN. Memories of a Film Pioneer. Cecil M. Hepworth. 
Phoenix House, 16s. 22cm. 208 pages. 62 illustrations. Index. 
This autobiography of a pioneer British film maker covers the period from the late 
nineties, when he was showing his forty-second films in lecture halls, to the time of 
the Hepworth Company at the Walton-on-Thames studios, to which came many 
actors who were already famous through the medium of the stage and many who were 
to make their name through the medium of the screen. The rudimentary conditions 
obtaining during the earlier days form an interesting comparison with the complex 
machinery of the film industry today. (92) 


SHERIDAN LE FANU. Nelson Browne. Barker, 7s.6d. 19cm. 135 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. (English Novelists) 

Although the Irish novelist Joseph Sheridan Le Fanu (1814-73) has been dead nearly 

eighty years, there is as yet no standard biography. This introduction should therefore 

be welcomed by those who know Le Fanu as a master of the uncanny only by his 

well-known novel Uncle Silas. Mr. Browne records what is known of his life and 

gives an account of the novels, short stories and verse. (92) 


JOHN STUART MILL AND HARRIET TAYLOR: Their Corres- 
pondence and Subsequent Marriage. F. A. Hayek. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 18s. 
22*$cm. 320 pages. 4 portraits. Facsimile. 3 genealogical charts. Index. 

Professor Hayek calls his book ‘material for a future biography rather than an attempt 

at appreciation’. It contains letters concerning Mill’s love-affair, including Mill’s own 

letters, those of the woman he loved, Mrs. Harriet Taylor, and of their relatives and 
friends. He provides connecting links of narrative and explanation which sketch in 
the background most interestingly. Apart from their value as an important strand in 

Mill’s life and in his intellectual development (he regarded Harriet Taylor as at least 

his equal in philosophical matters), many of the letters have an intrinsic value. 

Appendices give three poems and an early essay by Harriet Taylor. (92) 
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THE LIFE OF PERCY BYSSHE SHELLEY. Edward Dowden. Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, 21s. 20-3cm. 610 pages. Portrait. Index. 


Shelley’s life has provoked more inquiry and controversy than that of any other 
English poet except Shakespeare and Byron. Research still continues, and for the latest 
findings and interpretations it is necessary to go to the latest of the numerous bio- 
graphies, in particular those by Newman Ivey White (1940) and Edmund Blunden 
(1946). But the famous Life by Professor Dowden, originally published in 1886, has 
never lost its place and value. Although many details have been corrected, no really 
substantial changes have been made in the portrait which Dowden presents. His book 
is copious without being unwieldy, he is admirably impartial, and he marshals his 
facts so skilfully that they never overload his fine narrative style. A very welcome 
reprint. (92) 


G. M. TREVELYAN. J. H. Plumb. Longmans, for The British Council, 1s.6d. 
21°5cm. 39 pages. Portrait. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supplements 
to ‘ British Book News’) 

Dr. Plumb’s tribute to the work of Dr. Trevelyan as historian, scholar and man of 

letters comes appropriately upon his retirement from the Mastership of Trinity 

College, Cambridge, the greatest distinction of a distinguished academic life. Dr. 

Plumb considers ‘a poet at large in history is a unique phenomenon of our literature 

and will create for Trevelyan a special place in the history of English letters’. The 

bibliography is a select list of his writings, including a note on publishers and prices.

ERNEST WALKER. Margaret Deneke. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 20°3cm. 
152 pages. 11 illustrations. Index. 


This volume is devoted to the life and work of Ernest Walker (1870-1949), pianist, 
composer and writer on music. The author has made use of the intimate diaries of her 
subject, and the reader can follow him through his musical life at Oxford, where he 
was Director of Music at Balliol, his own College, for 25 years. Except for some 
beautiful songs, little of his music is heard nowadays; whether this is the result of his 
own retiring nature or the fact that he devoted so much time to teaching is a matter 
for conjecture. Be that as it may, the author of The History of Music in England will be 
long remembered by the discriminating as a musician and scholar of the highest degree. 
Ivor Keys contributes an assessment of his works, a list of which is included. (92) 


CHALLENGING YEARS. The Autobiography of Stephen Wise. East and 
West Library, 21s. 22-2cm. 252 pages. Portrait frontispiece and one illustration. 


Infused by the deep sincerity which characterized his whole life, this record of his 
career by the famous Jewish leader was completed in the months before his death in 
1949. An outline biography of their father by his son and daughter prefaces the account 
of his battles for American liberalism and for universal justice, of his stand against 
Hitlerism and his service in the cause of Zionism. An outstanding religious personality 
and exponent of democratic and humanitarian principles, Dr. Wise was the friend 
and counsellor of many men eminent in world affairs, including four American 
Presidents—Theodore Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson and Franklin D. Roosevelt—and his 
book includes a number of new glimpses of such protagonists of the international 
scene. (92) 
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WHO’S WHO, 1951. 103rd year of issue. Black, 85s. 22-2cm. 3,162 pages. 
Supplement. 
The latest issue of this famous biographical dictionary includes details of prominent 
living British personalities and the most celebrated figures of the Commonwealth and 
of foreign countries. The author entries give bibliographies of works published, with 
publication dates in most cases. The entries are prepared by the subjects themselves, 
and are revised annually. A list of abbreviations used in the volume and an obituary 
section are included, also a note on members of the Royal Family, and a supplement of 
last-minute information. (920) 


WHO’S WHO IN THE FREE CHURCHES AND OTHER DE- 
NOMINATIONS. Edited by L. G. Pine. Shaw Publishing Co., 40s. 22-2cm. 
536 pages. 

A biographical dictionary of the Free Church ministers of the British Isles covering 

eleven Protestant churches which are constituent members of the Free Church Federal 

Council and eleven bodies which are not. Biographies of a few prominent laymen are 

included but completeness is claimed only with regard to ministers. Notices are 

classified according to the denominations of the ministers, each section being preceded 
by a short historical and factual account of the body and succeeded by a directory of 
denominational publications, schools, colleges and societies. An appendix to the 
book lists interdenominational moral welfare and youth organizations and Free Church 
missions, associations and institutions. (922-8) 


Ancient Rome 


THE ROMAN EMPIRE. M. P. Charlesworth. Oxford University Press, ss. 
17cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library) 
The author first gives a general survey of the Roman ideals of government and 
citizenship and the methods employed to attain them, down to 27 B.c. He then traces 
the establishment of the Principate by Augustus, from whose rule a new constitution 
was evolved. His treatment of the reigns of the succeeding emperors, down to 
Justinian’s work of reunification, is based on the fact that the foundations of this 
constitution were so firm as to allow development and growth of the Empire. He 
discusses among other topics the organization and status of the army, the life in the 
Provinces, taxation, education, trade, the influences of Christianity and effects of 
barbarian invasion. This is an admirable book which should give a zest to the study of 
Roman history. (937)

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE HILL. B.H. Liddell Hart. Enlarged and revised 
edition. Cassell, 17s.6d. 19cm. 488 pages. 4 maps. Index. 
A greatly enlarged edition of a work first published in 1948. It tells the story of the 
Second World War through the rise and fall of Germany’s generals, together with 
their own account of military events from 1939 to 1945. Part I is the author’s own 
summary of events and personalities, and Parts II and III consist of the generals’ 
evidence set forth in their own words. This collection of statements and opinions 
from the opposing side is a most important contribution to the history of the war; it is, 
in fact, an essential preparation for the writing of a history. (940-53) 
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CALCULATED RISKS. Mark Clark. Harrap, 22s.6d. 22-2cm. 478 pages. 
27 illustrations. 30 maps. Endpaper map. Index. 


General Mark Clark, who was Eisenhower's deputy during part of the Second World 
War and later Commander of the American Fifth Army, gives his personal account of 
the invasion of French North Africa and the occupation of Austria by way of Sicily 
and Italy. He has a good deal to say about the Russians when he was American High 
Commissioner in Austria and he shares with other high authorities in condemning 
the political expediency which prevented an Allied invasion of the Balkans. Informally 
written, the book is deeply interesting. (940-542) 


THE ARMY AIR FORCES IN WORLD WAR II. Vol. 4, THE 
PACIFIC: GUADALCANAL TO SAIPAN, AUGUST 1942 TO 
JULY 1944. Edited by W. F. Craven and J. L. Cate. Cambridge University Press, 
458. 25-4cm. 855 pages. 78 illustrations. Endpaper map. References. Index. 

This record of the U.S. Army Air Forces against Japan begins with the Japanese air 

offensive at full flood and with the Allies struggling desperately to halt the enemy’s 

advance in the lower Solomons and in south-eastern New Guinea. As the volume 
closes, MacArthur’s forces were being readied for the return to the Philippines, and in 
the Marianas United States Marines were preparing the bases from which the B-29s 
would attack the heart of industrial Japan. The air strategy and tactics described in this 
campaign contrast sharply with those followed in the European theatre. (940-544) 


Britain 
A LAND. Jacquetta Hawkes. Cresset Press, 21s. 21-9 cm. 248 pages. 2 colour plates 
by Henry Moore. 19 illustrations. 4 maps. Index. 

Mrs. Hawkes brings to her story—the creation of the land and people of Britain—the 
scientific training of an archaeologist and an anthropologist and the imaginative in- 
tuition of a poet. Starting from earliest geological times she tells how the mountains 
and valleys, rocks and soils which constitute what today is Britain have gradually 
evolved, how plant and animal life developed, and finally how man, by his cultivation 
of the land, by his use of timber, stone and minerals, and in the work of his poets and 
painters, has both changed and been profoundly influenced by his natural surroundings. 
Henry Moore’s two colour plates admirably illustrate this theme of continuity and the 
interaction of man and nature on each other. (942) 


1851. Asa Briggs. George Philip for The Historical Association, 1s.6d. 21cm. 28 pages. 
Paper bound. 
In this admirable and interesting pamphlet, Mr. Briggs, a Fellow of Worcester 
College, Oxford, catches the spirit of the turning point of the last century. 1851 was a 
thrilling festival year with a predominant mood of self-satisfaction. It was also a year 
of religious hysteria and political uncertainty. Lord John Russell resigned in February 
and returned to office much weakened to maintain his party’s uneasy balance until the 
defeat of 1852, but the unrest at Westminster did not upset the contentment of the 
bustling crowds in Hyde Park enjoying the Great Exhibition. (942.08) 


LONDON: WEST OF THE BARS. Douglas Newton. Hale, 15s. 22-2cm. 
344 pages. 49 illustrations. Folding map. Bibliography. Index. (County Books) 

Mr. Newton, himself a Londoner, writes from a lifetime of observation and wide, if 

miscellaneous, reading. The Bars are Holborn and Temple Bars, and his theme is the 

growth of Westminster and adjacent suburbs, and their linking up with the City to

become ‘Imperial London’. He does full justice to the intimate connection with the 
monarchy, the church, and the constitution, and the associated pageantry. His pages 
portray vividly the personages who have shaped its destiny and many scenes, tragic 
and comic, from its long history. With its emphasis on the picturesque, his book 
should fire the imagination of all who, for business or pleasure, are drawn to the 
capital. The photographs are an attractive record of the monuments, though they 
pass over the life of the citizens. (942-1) 


Asia 
FOR FEAR OF WEEPING. Patrick O’Donovan. MacGibbon & Kee, 12s.6d. 
22°5cm. 232 pages. 

This account of travels in Malaya, Burma, China, Indochina and Indonesia during the 
turbulent post-war years is by the Foreign Correspondent of the Observer. His account 
combines vivid visual evocations of the countries where Communism and Nationalism 
have wrought such great changes in so short a time with reflections on the likely 
effect of these changes. These are sketches of a more personal nature, with more 
emphasis on the fate of the individual, than the political despatches and broadcasts 
which have earned the author fame. (950) 


INDIA SINCE PARTITION. Andrew Mellor. Turnstile Press, 7s.6d. 192m. 
164 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
A valuable and concise guide to the background of Indian independence and the 
partition of India and Pakistan. Against this background, the events following 
Independence, the tension between the two divisions, the question of Kashmir and 
Hyderabad, and the assassination of Gandhi are explained. There are chapters on the 
economic situation, the constitution, and the general political framework, and some 
interesting comments on India’s attitude to the Korean war. Objective in its treatment, 
this is more than a useful summary, for the facts are presented with considered judge- 
ment and perspective. (95409) 


Africa 
WEST AFRICA. F. J. Pedler. Methuen, ss. 17cm. 208 pages. Map. Tables. Index. 
(Home Study Books) 

The author, who has had varied experience in Government Service both at the 
Colonial Office and in West Africa and also on the staff of the United Africa Company, 
has produced an interesting and valuable account of West Africa from Mauretania to 
Spanish Guinea. After preliminary chapters on the country, its people, history, and 
economics, he considers the political scene in four selected territories—Liberia, Nigeria, 
French colonial possessions, and the Gold Coast. A final chapter discusses briefly some 
future possibilities of political and social development without attempting to argue 
any particular point of view. The book is attractively written, but avoids the danger of 
being a merely superficial survey by appropriate use of statistical material and factual 


information. (966)

THE VALLEY OF THE LOWER THAMES, 1640-1850. Fred Coyne 
Hamil. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 23cm. 401 pages. 
6 maps (1 folding). Plates. Bibliography. Index. 


This very readable local history of one of Ontario’s richest agricultural districts, 
centring around the present town of Chatham, contains a wealth of material on 
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pioneer life and social customs. It traces the development of the district from Indian 
territory, through the period of crown settlement, with the river as the region’s high- 
road, until the building of the railway changed the character and economic status of 
its communities. Much valuable biographical, political and religious detail is included.

A WAY THROUGH THE WOOD. Nigel Balchin. Collins, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 


252 pages. 


Mr. Balchin’s flair for quickly moving dialogue that is naturalistic yet intensely 
revealing makes him extremely readable. The narrator, a somewhat self-righteously 
‘good citizen’, his unfaithful but affectionate wife, and her lover, a self-confessed 
‘bounder’, become involved in a motor accident which raises for each of them an 
acute moral problem, and has the most subtle repercussions on their personal relations. 
Psychologically apt, unfolded with a cumulative nervous tension, this intelligent story 
grips the attention, and whether or not the erring lady will return to the husband who 
so passionately needs her is in doubt until the final paragraphs. 


DARKNESS AND DAY. Ivy Compton-Burnett. Gollancz, 10s.6d. 19cm. 
236 pages. 

Miss Compton-Burnett’s strength is in her consistency: her studies of domestic 
conflict are always the same in kind and only differ in the degree of their individual 
intensities. The fact that her characters are hardly ‘characters’ at all in the usual sense, 
that the sense of place is at a minimum, and that the dialogue is uniform in its artifice, 
gives her books a reality that is quite independent of realism and invests them with the 
timeless authority of symbolism. Darkness and Day is a work in which the intensity is 
relaxed, but its oblique treatment of passion and evil is typical and the writing is 
maintained at the customary high level of wit and subtle complexity. 


KNIGHT’S GAMBIT. William Faulkner. Chatto & Windus, 9s.6d. 20°5cm. 
218 pages. 

This collection of six long stories presents none of the difficulties often to be found in 
Mr. Faulkner’s earlier work. Each of the stories deals with the doings of Gavin Stevens, 
the Southern attorney who figured in Intruder in the Dust; each is a detective story, as 
conventional as these stories usually are, but distinguished by Mr. Faulkner’s evocative 
imagery, by his supple rhythmic sentences, and by his occasional revelations of charac- 
ter. Two standards of judgment have to be applied to this book: as an example of 
Faulkner’s work it is not quite up to standard, but as detective fiction it is most 
distinguished. 


BORROWED TIME. F. Scott Fitzgerald. Short Stories selected by Alan and 
Jennifer Ross. Grey Walls Press, 128.6d. 19cm. 366 pages. 

Best known for his novels chronicling America’s Jazz Age, Scott Fitzgerald (1896- 

1940) also published four collections of short stories. From these nine have been selected 

representing his different styles. They range from a pathetic tale of small-town life, 

The Cut Glass Bowl, to the macabre fantasy The Diamond as Big as the City. 
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THE SIXTH COLUMN. A Singular Tale of Our Times. Peter Fleming. 
Hart-Davis, 9s.6d. 21-9cm. 224 pages. 

Those who enjoyed Mr. Fleming’s extravaganza about international politics, The 
Flying Visit, will welcome his new book: here is the same shrewd satire and the same 
lighthearted seriousness. It is built around the idea of a Soviet playwright who, though 
he appears to be a refugee from totalitarianism, arrives in England in order to ‘accele- 
rate the current deterioration of national character’ and thereby help to bring about our 
downfall as a world power. The plan fails, and in explaining how this is brought about 
Mr. Fleming gives his readers a good deal of excitement and witty comment on 
current affairs. 


RIVER OUT OF EDEN. Jack Jones. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 20-3 cm. 672 pages. 
Mr. Jones’s new novel is the most ambitious that he has yet attempted. It deals with 
his favourite subject of South Wales and is, in fact, a biography of the city of Cardiff 
from its beginnings to the days of its prosperity as the greatest coal-handling docktown 
in the world. In his treatment of this stirring theme, the rising fortunes of the city are 
paralleled by those of the Regan family—for Dan Regan arrives in Cardiff as an Irish 
labourer when the story begins and when it ends his grandson has become the first 
Lord Pantmawr. These were the great days of material progress, and as their chronicler 
Mr. Jones thoroughly enjoys himself: his story has the colour and the simple enthusiasm 


of a town pageant. He writes a sturdy practical prose that is not without its moments of 
emotional lyricism. 


THE DIVIDING STREAM. Francis King. Longmans, 12s.6d. 19cm. 383 pages. 
The author of the outstanding novel An Air That Kills has produced in his new novel 
a study of the English and American abroad which bears comparison with E. M. 
Forster's work on the same subject. His main theme is the separateness of human 
beings in general. Class and nationality are only subdivisions, emphasizing the isola- 
tion of the individual. Mr. King presents his characters visually, with occasional 
illuminating detail. His picture of the tourist’s Florence is excellent and he describes 


convincingly the background of Italian life, of which he obviously has knowledge 
and understanding. 


OF FORMER LOVE. Emma Laird. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 471 pages. 
This novel about an obsessive love affair starts in 1936 when Katherine Gardner, bored 
after seven years of marriage, meets Mark Vidor, a Viennese refugee, whom she 
follows to the United States during the war. It ends with the suggestion of a final 
break after the war’s end. The story is told with great psychological acuteness. The 
authoress succeeds in accounting for her heroine’s enslavement to a man of such 
repellant character as her lover. 


THIS WAS THE OLD CHIEF’S COUNTRY. Doris Lessing. Michael 
Joseph, 9s.6d. 19-3.cm. 256 pages. 

The high expectations aroused by The Grass is Singing are more than fulfilled by Miss 
Lessing’s second book containing ten short stories which are unaffected and sincere. 
All have South Africa as their setting and all possess a common theme—the loneliness 
of people who have conquered the body but not the spirit of the country over which 
they rule. This theme is sometimes expressed openly as in No Witchcraft for Sale and 
sometimes implicitly as in the magnificent Little Tembi—but it is always there whether 
the stories are about people or about animal life. One has a feeling of a country locked 
in a secrecy that no outsider can penetrate.

SICILY STREET. René Masson. Translated from the French by Constantine 
Fitzgibbon. Wingate, 11s.6d. 19cm. 222 pages. 


This story (a translation of Les Gamins du Rue de Sicile) concerns the kidnapping of a 
rich little boy by criminal children of the Paris underworld. The theme, with its 
squalor, cruelty and its picture of evil in the minds of the young, is not, in its morality 
or psychology, very profoundly handled but the narrative is, nevertheless, swiftly 
flowing and effective and moves well to its climax. The translator has had a difficult 
task in a book so packed with the slang of another language, but on the whole he has 
succeeded. 


BILLY BUDD and Other Stories. Herman Melville. Lehmann, 10s.6d. 19cm. 
304 pages. (Chiltern Library) 

Billy Budd was the last work of this famous American novelist (1819-91). A realistic 

and forceful tale of naval life in the Napoleonic Wars, it is here presented with six 

short stories, Bartleby, The Paradise of Batchelors, The Tartarus of Maids, The Lightning- 

Rod Man, Benito Cereno, The Piazza and the series of sketches entitled The Encantadas or 

Enchanted Isles. 


AUSTRALIAN SHORT STORIES. Selected by Walter Murdoch and 
H. Drake-Brockman. Oxford University Press, 4s.6d. 15-5cm. 457 pages. (World’s 
Classics) 

Modern Australian literature—in which the short story has always held an honoured 

place—may be said to have begun with the founding of The Sydney Bulletin in 1881. 

Many of these Bulletin pioneers—Edward Dyson, Barbara Baynton, Price Warung, 

Steele Rudd, and the important Henry Lawson—are included in this welcome volume, 

which also gives liberal representation to later writers up to the present day. An example 

—from one of Mrs. K. L. Parker’s collections—of the folk literature which flourished 

prior to 1900 is also given. An introductory survey of the history of Australian litera- 

ture would have made this well-chosen anthology even more useful than it is. 





CONSTANCY. Phyllis Paul. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 19cm. 254 pages. 


There are here two examples of constancy: Rose Summerhead’s devotion to her 
fiancé who is mentally ill in hospital, and the ugly dwarfish George Farthing’s devotion 
to her. Rose sacrifices her life and money to the well-being of her fiancé’s selfish family 
until her fiancé’s violent death sets her free to marry George. These are the simple 
materials out of which Miss Paul has fashioned a complex story remarkable for its 
imaginative power, its subtleties of characterization, and the dark intensity of its 
atmosphere. Her narrative skill is considerable, so that even though her book is strange 
and often unnecessarily obscure in manner, it is always readable. 


TI-COYO AND HIS SHARK. Clement Richer. Translated from the French 
by Gerard Hopkins. Hart-Davis, 8s.6d. 21-5 cm. 184 pages. 


This short novel might best be described as a fairy story of a cynical and sophisticated 
kind. It concerns three unlovable and certainly anti-social characters living on a 
Caribbean island—a monstrous hunchback, his wife and their son, whose closest 
companion is a man-eating shark. With the help of the latter they all three attain to a 
position of happiness and success, and Evil, one might say, is completely triumphant. 
Apart from its diabolism, however, the book is written with such charm and delight 
in natural objects that its freshness and originality mask the cynicism and cruelty. It 
has been well translated. 
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FRIGHT IN THE FOREST. Benn Sowerby. Hart-Davis, 10s.6d. 20-9cm. 
248 pages. 

This is less a novel in the accepted sense than a series of dreamlike episodes in the life 
of a young man, including those remembered from his childhood and youth. The 
scenes of childhood and those in which love relationships are involved seem the most 
‘real’. The fantasies of persecution in the second half of the book and the central 
character’s self-analysis are not perhaps so original or interesting. Mr. Sowerby has a 
level, remarkably consistent style nearer to the language of Lamb, Hazlitt and 
de Quincey than to the moderns. His descriptions of natural scenery contain passages of 
great beauty and the atmosphere of his dream world is maintained without a single 
false note.

The murder of an unpleasant elderly woman implicates the whole household of 
relatives (the majority of them hostile) who live with her. Chief Inspector Macdonald 
solves the case by a steady process of elimination. It will please those who appreciate 
solid fare and a detective who is a human being.

ORPHAN ISLAND. Rose Macaulay. Lehmann, 6s. 18cm. 252 pages. (Holiday 
Library) 

In 1855 a governess in charge of fifty orphans is wrecked with a few members of the 
ship’s company on a coral island in the Pacific. Some seventy years later a descendant 
of one of the shipwrecked sailors returns to the island, and to his surprise finds a large 
and flourishing community, a society modelled on the severe political and moral code 
of the Victorian governess. Miss Macaulay reveals the absurdities of civilization by 
viewing it through the eyes of a stranger with telling effect and her book (first published 
in 1924) is clever, amusing, and wise. 


SIMPSON: A LIFE. Edward Sackville-West. Revised edition. Weidenfeld & 
Nicolson, 12s.6d. 20-3cm. 403 pages. 

This novel, first published in 1931, now appears in a revised edition with a preface by 

the author. It tells the life story of a children’s nurse. Simpson, the central character, 

early discovered her vocation, and we follow her fortunes in the families whose 

children she tended. Edward Sackville-West has succeeded in portraying a vivid and 

lovable character.

CRIMSON FAIRY BOOK. Collected and edited by Andrew Lang. Longmans, 
10s.6d. 20-9cm. 246 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Ben Kutcher. 
VIOLET FAIRY BOOK. Collected and edited by Andrew Lang. Longmans, 
10s.6d. 20-9cm. 250 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Dorothy Lake Gregory. 
Andrew Lang’s collections of fairy stories have been strong favourites with children 
since they first appeared in the early 1900s, and these welcome reissues will introduce 
them to the present generation. Here, gathered together from many lands, is a 
treasury of stories of ageless appeal which every child ought to know and which is a 
constant source of pleasure. 
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THE AMERICAN TWINS OF 1812. Lucy Fitch Perkins. Cape, 6s. 20°3.cm. 
182 pages. Illustrations by the author. 


One of the famous Twin books by the late Lucy Fitch Perkins now published in 
England for the first time. Jonathan and Phoebe Ogden are twin orphans living in 
Pennsylvania during the war of 1812. The boy, ‘bonded-out’ to a local farmer, runs 
away to sea. He has many adventures, including being captured by a British ship and 
subsequently freed by the American frigate Constitution, before being reunited with his 
sister. For children from eight to twelve. 


OVER THE STILE. Modwena Sedgwick. Sampson Low, 8s.6d. 20°3cm. 
191 pages. Illustrations by Cicely Steed. 


A set of stories, delightfully written and illustrated, concerning the everyday lives 
of some quaint animals and their own village of Pebblings. Pythagoras the Hedgehog, 
the Navy Blue Rat, Lovelace Wee the Pig and the many other characters are 
humorously and credibly drawn, and the episodes range from the comic to the heroic. 
This book should appeal strongly to children of five to nine. 


KNAVE-GO-BY. The Adventures of Jacky Nameless. C. Fox Smith. Oxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. 22-2cm. 188 pages. Drawings by Ian Ribbons. 


Astirring tale of adventure, excellently written,concerning a boy who loses his memory 
after being shipwrecked. Driven from shelter by villagers’ superstitious fears, he joins 
a ‘magician’ travelling the fairs, is obliged to take flight again, and eventually finds 
employment, and a companion, on a farm. His memory returns, but he has a perilous 
time escaping the sinister designs of an evil relative before he comes into his inheritance. 
Few children of eleven upwards can fail to enjoy this interesting story, which is set 
in England’s West Country, much of the action taking place on Dartmoor. 


Non-Fiction 


ON THE BOARDS OF OLD DRURY. Lynette Feasey. Harrap, 7s.6d. 
19cm. 208 pages. 7 plates. 


A brief account of the London playhouses from Addison (essayist, poet and dramatist, 
1672-1719) to Lamb (famous for his Essays of Elia, 1775-1834) giving descriptions of 
theatre, stage and audiences that are alive and entertaining. Three outstanding plays 
of the period follow in shortened form, with an account of the dramatist and his work, 
and a note on production for present-day actors. The plays are Lady Jane Grey: a 
tragedy in verse, by Nicholas Rowe; She Stoops to Conquer: a comedy, by Oliver 
Goldsmith; The Critic: a burlesque, by Richard Brinsley Sheridan. For children from 
fourteen upwards. 


THE STORY OF SCOTS ARCHITECTURE. lan Finlay. Douglas & 
Foulis (Edinburgh), 3s.6d. 19cm. 64 pages. 22 illustrations. 


This modest little book by a Scottish architect outlines very simply the development 
of Scottish architecture from the day of the ancient brochs, or round towers, to the 
present. It is illustrated with a number of pleasant drawings in the text. Chiefly 


intended for children in their last year at school but will also serve as a useful primer 
for adults on its subject. 
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WHAT HAPPENS WHEN YOU POST A LETTER. Edited and de- 
signed by Laurence French. Factual Books, 1s.6d. Ob. 13-9cm. 16 pages. Illustrations. 
Paper bound. (Our Daily Life) 

This useful little volume for young readers of eight to fourteen supplies some interest- 

ing inside information about the working of the Post Office in Britain. It describes 

what happens to a letter from the time of posting to the time of delivery. There is a 

brief account of how the postal service was developed in Britain, and one of the 

illustrations shows some of the stamps issued in the United Kingdom. This is the 
first title in what promises to be a serviceable series designed to show the young reader 
how some of Britain’s essential services operate. 


THE YOUNG TRAVELLER IN CHINA. C. E. Roberts. Phoenix House, 
7s.6d. 19cm. 158 pages. 25 illustrations. Map. Index. (Young Traveller Series) 


An English lad, accompanied by his father or by Chinese friends, makes a year’s trip 
from Hong Kong to Chengtu, down the Yangtse river to Hankow and north to 
Pekin, meeting people in many walks of life. The aim of the book is to give the young 
reader of twelve to fifteen a general picture of life in China today, with the historical 
background lightly sketched in where necessary. Told in story form, it conveys a good 
deal of information, though in a somewhat pedestrian style. 


WILD LIFE IN CANADA. WILD LIFE IN THE JUNGLE. WILD 
LIFE IN THE ICE AND SNOW. C. Bernard Rutley. Macmillan, 3s.6d. 
each. 19cm. 65 pages in each. Illustrations by Stuart Tresilian. 

Each contains three stories, each of which deals with the life of a creature of the 

country indicated in the title. The stories are well told, and should make good reading 

for children from eight to twelve years old. They are aided by lively drawings. 


ALICE’S ADVENTURES IN WONDERLAND AND THROUGH 
THE LOOKING GLASS. A Two Part Playlet for Children. Adapted, with 
notes for acting, by Kathleen Scarr. Warne, 2s.6d. 18-3cm. 64 pages. 2 diagrams. 
Paper bound. 

This adaptation, which embraces all the main scenes of both books, was designed for 
school use—Part 1 requires some thirty actors, Part 2 about fifty—and the author 
gives a lively and useful description of the costumes (after Tenniel), scenery, and pro- 
duction used in the original performance. Each part has four scenes, and the acting 
time of each part is forty-five minutes. Children from eleven to fifteen should enjoy 
acting in this spirited version of Lewis Carroll’s classic stories beloved by young 
and old. 


ENJOYING BOOKS. Geoffrey Trease. Phoenix House, 7s.6d. 19cm. 160 pages. 
17 illustrations. Index. (Excursions Series for Young People) 


An entertaining guide to good reading which is written for boys and girls of any age 
over fourteen or so and will be found very useful also by parents, librarians and 
teachers. Mr. Trease discourses on fiction, plays, poetry, travel books, biographies, 
diaries, etc. which are likely to appeal to young readers, including not only many books 
written especially for them but a wide range of adult books of the present and the 
past. An appetizing volume, with numerous quotations, and finally a list of ‘Some 
Books you may enjoy’.

Providing a comprehensive review of the lesser as well as the better-known outdoor 
and indoor sports, this book presents a clear statement of the basic equipment, rules 
and method of play or performance of each activity in turn. For example, the section 
on sailing, besides giving valuable instruction, has illustrations showing the various 
cuts of sail, boatswain’s gear, the positions of the sails for each principal point of 
marking buoys and the rules of the road at sea. Profusely 
illustrated, this is a book to appeal to any boy of ten upwards.
